The Thirteenth Annual Council of the Diocese of West Virginia 
met this day, in this place, pursuant to appointment. 

Morning Prayer was said by the Revs. Reverdy Estill, Ph. D. of 
Ky., and R.. R. Swope, D.D., of Wheeling. The Bishop took the 
Ante Communion, the Rev. S. S. Moore, reading the Epistle. 

The sermon was preached by the Rev. S. S. Moore, of Parkers- 
burg, from the 39th verse of the first chapter of the Gospel accord- 
ing to St. John. | . 

The Holy Communion was administered by the Bishop, assisted 
by the Rev. S. S. Moore. 

Immediately after Divine service, the Council was called to order 
by the Bishop.

He appointed the Rev. F. A. Meade. 

The Bishop then read his Annual Address and report as follows: 
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ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


Our Twelfth Annual Council met in Trinity Church, Shepherds- 
town, on Wednesday, June 5, 1889. There were in attendance 
nineteen clergymen, all the working force save one, and ten lay- 
men, out ofa possible attendance of twenty-seven. Our meeting 
place to day is, by one route, 460 miles, and by another, 370 miles 
from Shepherdstown. To state this fact brings before us, ‘n a word, 
the difficulty we always experience in having a full attendance at 
our Annual Councils. Welabor under this constant disadvantage, 
that owing to the peculiar topography of the State. and the routes 
of the existing lines of railroad, our distances are nothing less than 
magnificent. The future development of the country may, tosome 
extent, give us relief from this burden of taking such long trips 
when we want to get together; but in a greater or less degree we 
shall always have to encounter it, and we ought to make up our 
minds that we will make extra effort to overcome, each year, a dif- 
ficulty which seriously interferes with the very objects of our annu- 
al gatherings. We have reason to believe that if we could, every 
year, gather in one meeting, not only all our clergy, but one or 
more representatives from every church and mission in the Diocese, 
that then there would be a wonderful stimulus given to our church 
work everywhere; that we would all by mutual counsel and fellow- 
ship, be instructed and encouraged, and go back to our homes 
stronger and more ready to labor with energy and efficiency where 
God has placed us. As itis, we must do the best we can under pres- 
ent conditions, and try and supplement these general gatherings by 
local meetings, convocational and others, to which we shall hope to 
see many laymen, to add interest to the occasion and to consult to- 
gether in the interests of the kingdom of God. 

In standing among you here to-day, I cannot forget that it is now 
nearly thirteen years since fourteen clergymenand fifteen laymen met 
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in this city of Charleston to hold the Primary Convention of the New 
Diocese of West Virginia. It was fit that this work of foundation 
laying should have been done in the old St. John’s Church, for the 
new work was meant to be but the continuation and development 
of the old. 

In thinking of the Diocesan hfe that was then inaugurated, and 
has since, we believe, with God’s good hand upon us, been, grow- 
ing in strength and efficiency. I feel like adopting another’s words 
to my own use, and saying we use the term “the new Diocese as 
in no sense disparaging to the old regime. Very dear to us are all 
- the traditions and memories of the past, and we hold in honor the 
names of those who lived and labored here, before we were 
called into the Vineyard. But because of new conditions and re- 
quirements we turn our hands now with hopefulness and energy ‘to 
our own special work, we look not backward but forward, and so 
press on.” 

These years past since the Primary Council in December, 1877, 
have been quiet but in some senses eventful years. Eventful, be- 
cause they have verified the facts, and tested the principles upon 
which the Diocese was founded. Without any praise of ourselves 
who have so far borne the burden and heat of the day, we may very 
properly say that no one doubts now, but that the time had fully 
come for our church people in West Virginia to do just what they 
did; and that the progress of our separate Diocesan life has fully jus- 
tified the wisdom of the step then taken. 

A comparison of our reports to-day with those made at the be- 
ginning of our separate work, will show most gratifying progress 
all along the line; and we must be still further stimulated and en- 
couraged how, during all this time the state in which we live has 
been steadily growing in population and developing in all its mate- 
rial resources. The truth is, that we live amid very different sur- 
roundings from those who have preceded us buta few years, and we 
ought, in our special work, to feel the inspiration that comes from 
the general progress throughout the state. Let it be our high mis- 
sion to try and do our part in providing for the spiritual interests 
of the people among whom we live, and so to help them on to a 
‘nobler life, to teach them to follow righteousness which exalteth a 
nation, and to shun that sin which is a reproach to any people. 
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JUNE. 


Sunday, June 9.—After sermon by the Rev. Mr. Moore, in Zion 
Church, Charlestown, I confirmed eleven. In the afternoon, after 
sermon by the Rev. Mr. Campbell, in St. Philip’s Church, I con- 
firmed five. This chapel with its school represents the only dis- 
tinctive work we are undertaking to do for the colored people in 
our state. The rector and the congregation of Zion Church are 
displaying zeal and energy in its conduct, and 1 believe that in its 
successful prosecution an important contribution may be made to- 
wards the solution of the much vexed problem of what we are to do 
for and with the colored people. We are to do our part not by 
trying to find out some short and easy method to solve the general 
problem, but by taking up earnestly that work which God has put 
into our power to do, however small it may be. Atnight after ser- 
mon by the Rev. Dr. Lacy, in Trinity Church, Shepherdstown, I 
made a closing address and our [Twelfth Annual Council was ended. 


Monday, June ro.—In St. John's, Ripon, I prerched and con- 
firmed ten. 

I was particularly sorry that I was prevented by the delays inci- 
dent to the floods, from visiting the two missions on the mountain, 
under the charge of the Kev. Messrs. Tucker and McGill. I cannot 
say too emphatically that insuch mission work the strong congrega- 
tions ought everywhere to be extending their sympathies and reach- 
ing out their helping hands. Such work is as necessary for our 
own people as it is for those whom we seek to bring under its influ- 
ence. It isan illustration of the the true spirit of the Gospel, and 
its reflex influence is of incalculable value for our own churches, A 
congregation of christian men is doing buta small part of duty when 
provision is made for the decent maintenance of services at the par- 
ish church. The continually recurring question ought to be, 
what are we doing for other people? how tar are we heeding the 
command, at home and abroad, to go everywhere and preach the 
Gospel and teach all people. 


Tuesday, June 7z1.—Attended a meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the General Missionary Society of our church in New York. I 
also took part ina meeting of the Trustees of the General Theologi- 
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cal Seminary. Owing to the great distance of this Seminary from 
my home and also to the fact that my time and thoughts are very 
much taken up with our own Seminary at Alexandria, I cannot 
often discharge my duty as a Trustee of the General Seminary. 
Still I think it right that I should not decline the position of Trus- 
tee, and I may in the future, as I have several times in the past, 
perform: some duty ii connection with my official responsibilities. 


Thursday, June 13.—After a sermon by the Rev. Mr. Pearson, I 
consecrated Epiphany Church, Okonoko and confirmed four. 

By this happy consummation the labors of the Rev. Mr. Gibbons, 
and his faithful band of helpers have at length been crowned with 
success. Beautiful for situation, and complete in its appointments, 
this church supplies a long felt need. It is only right to say that 
the congregation owes the early accomplishment of its desires very 
largely to the generous efforts of Mr. W. L. Davis, of Rochester, 
New York. Acting as architect and builder, he freely gave his 
time and energies to the work, and has thereby not only laid us all 
under great obligation, but set us an example well worth our imi- 
tation. 


Sunday, June 16.—In the absence of the rector, I officiated morn- 
ing and evening in Trinity Church, Parkersburg. 


Tuesday, June 18 —Had a full meeting of the Diocesan Missions 
Committee, Mr. Woods and Dr. Lacy coming from a distance. We 
made appropriations for the current year at the rate of about $1,800 
Such an amount is entirely in our power if our churches generally 
will give us hearty support. 


Sunday June 23.—Preached in St. James’ Church, Richmond, 
Virginia. | 


Monday, June 24.—Preached in St. John’s, Harper’s Ferry and 
confirmed two. 

The rest of the week was occupied in attendance upon the clos- 
ing exercises of the Seminary and High School. 


Friday, June 25.—In the Seminary chapel, after sermon, I. or- 
dained R. A. Rodrick to the Diaconate. 
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Sunday, June 30.—Preached morning and evening in St. Mark,s 
Church, Berkeley Springs At the morning service I administered 
the Communion and confirmed one.

Sunday, August 18—In the morning I preached in Grace Church, 
Clover Lick, and confirmed three, and P. M. in the M. E. Church, 
Huntersville, 


Wednesday, August 27.—In company with the Rev. Mr. Meade, 
I visited Oakvale, Mercer County, and had the first service of our 
Church in this immediate locality. We hive a Sunday School 
here of upwards of 100 scholars. 


Thursday, August 22.—I preached in the Presbyterian Church, 
Bramwell.

Sunday, September 22.—In the morning preached in the school 
house, Leroy, and P. M. in St. John’s, Ripley. 


Monday, September 23.—-Preached in the Baptist Church, Hart- 
ford City. 


Sunday, September 29.—I\n the morning took part in the services 
in Trinity Church. P. M. Preached and confirmed four. 


OCTOBER. 


The month of October was spent in New York in attendance on 
the sessions of the General Convention. In addition to my duties 
in connection with the convention, which began on Wednesday, 
October 2, and did not adjourn until Thursday the 24th, I preach- 
ed in St. Philip’s Church, New York, and in Holy Trinity Church, 
Harlem, and in St. Ann’s, Brooklyn. I also attended a meeting of 
the American Church Missionary Society in Holy Trinity, Harlem, 
and made an address in the chapel of Calvary Church before the 
Society for the study of the Holy Scriptures. 

Being called to Richmond, on Sunday the 6th, I preached in St. 
James’ Church, and on Tuesday the 15th, I officiatsd at a funeral in 
Baltimore, Maryland. 
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I do not consider it necessary for me to speak at large of the 
work done at this convention. The enrichment ofthe Prayer Book 
was carried one step further on and kept, though with some difficul- 
ty, along the lines heretofore followed. The proposed Hymnal met 


the fate which in my judgment it richly deserved. The whole mat- 
ter was referred to a committee and it is to be brought up again 
and we trust the second report will be more satisfactory than the 
first. 


I had expected to begin a series of visitations immediately on the 
adjournment of the convention, but in the providence of God I was 
prevented from doing so by the illness and death of a dear child, 
whom, on Wednesday, October 30, I laid in his last earthly resting 
place in the church yard of Emmanuel Church, Henrico County, 
Virginia, in the sure hope of a glorious resurrection. 


I am very grateful for the affectionate sympathy of my dear peo- 
ple all over the Diocese, and as these shadows fall more thickly, 
with advancing years, over our households, let us all more earnestly 
pray that we, with all those who are departed in the true faith of 
God’s holy name, may have our perfect consummation and _ bliss, 
both in body and soul, in the eternal and everlasting glory, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. } | 3

Sunday, December 1—Preached in Christ Church, Fairmont, and 
confirmed four, and at night in the M. E. Church.at Smithtown, and 
confirmed two. Our churchat Fairmont is in much better condition 
financially than it has been for several years.

Arrangements have been made for purchas- 
ing a rectory, and although it cannot be paid for at once, yet such 
progress has been made as will very materially aid the church in 
meeting its obligations.

Singularly gentle 
in his disposition, and modest and unassuming in his whole nature 
and bearing, yet it was always manifest that he was unfalteringly 
true to his Master—that his duty to him was the supreme purpose 
of his life. The very laborious work which for years he has done 
for this Diocese, in the inanagement of it’s various funds, was cheer- 
fully undertaken and faithfully done. No detail was neglected and 
it was evident to all who were associated with him in such matters 
that these duties were not, with him, mere matters of routine, but 
that his heart was thoroughly in the work. His simple Christian 
character made him a tower of strength in the community where 
he lived, an ornament to the church he loved, and a living, unan- 
swerable evidence of the reality and power of our Holy Religion.

The parish loses its beacon light, 
the Diocese misses its ever faithful servant, and the Bishop mourns 
his trusted friend and wise Counsellor.

CHURCHES CONSECRATED. 


Epiphany, Okonoko. Christ Church on the mountain near 
Ripon. 


The Diocese has met with a serious loss in the death of Mr. Jno. 
M. Panetti, a member of the present senior class at the Seminary. 
At my instance Mr. Panetti was stationed during the last summer 
at Ravenswood as Lay Reader, and rendered most efficient and 
valuable service. We looked forward to his ordination this sum- 
mer, and had every reason to believe that he would prove a great 
addition to our working clerical force. To the great grief of his 
‘friends he was taken suddenly away from us on Christmas morning 
last. The Faculty of the Seminary and his fellow students have all 
united in hearty tributes to his memory. We had hoped to have 
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him long among us as a co-laborer in this part of the Lord’s vine- 
yard, but the Master has removed him to the higher activities of 
Heaven. May we alf, like him, have our loins girded and our 
lights burning, and be as faithful servants who watch for the com- 
ing of their Lord. 

We have nominally the same clerical force we had one year ago, 
having had one loss by removal and one gain by ordination. In 
the meantime, however, one of our clergy has resigned the active 
charge of a parish, and although we have the satisfaction of look- 
ing forward to the ordination of two deacons this month, yet we 
have actually at this present time of writing a smaller number of 
clergy than for several years. It seems to be harder than usual to 
supply vacancies, and several are of long standing The churches 
have of course suffered on this account, but it is believed that the 
evil has not been altogether unmixed. Parishes have learned in 
this way the importance of greater efforts to help themselves, and 
in several instances notable advances have been made. The peo- 
ple themselves thus learn to appreciate what a difficult thing it is 
to get worthy, faithful men to come and live among them and take 
charge of their churches on the small salaries offered, especially 
when churohes elsewhere make so much better provision. And 
although these small salaries are often eked out by missionary ap- 
propriations, yet such assistance long continued may cease to be 
a real help and become only a hindrance to the healthy growth of 
the congregations who get the benefit of it. 

I would that our people everywhere would think more seriously 
of these vital matters and accustom themselves to ask, not so much 
what is the utmost help we can get from others, but what is the ut- 
most we can do for ourselves. As is abundantly proved by cases 
that could be cited, most churches could do more than they are do- 
ing for the decent and comfortable maintenance of their minister 
and for the general support of the worship of the church. Let the 
loyal hearts of our people prompt their willing hands to take more 
heartily hold of this good work, and let none, least of all the officers 
of the church, be content to do individually what they can, but try 
to develope also the active interest and systematic co-operetion of 
all who may properly be counted asin any way identified with 
our various organizations. 
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It deserves to be mentioned that besides the twenty clergy, who with 
the Bishop have been laboring in the Diocese the past year, that 3 
clergymen resident in Virginia, the Rev. Dr. Everett, of Stephen’s 
City, the Rev. Mr. Southall, of Tazwell Court House and the Rev. 
Mr. McGill of Wickliffe, and one clergyman from Ohio, the Rev. Mr. 
Williams, of Steubenville, officiate twice a month or more in West 
Virginia, having services at six different points. ; 

The labors of the General Convention have resulted in further 
changes in the Prayer Book which are now obligatory upon our 
congregations. It is confidently expected that at the next General 
Convention this work of revision will be brought to a definite con- 
clusion. I think that what has been done, has been wisely done. 
The effort has been made, and with success, to make our services: 
more flexible and better adapted to the varied conditions of our 
work in our widely scattered territory, and as far as possible to the 
exigencies of time and occasion. Now that in response to what 
seemed a popular and reasonable demand such changes have been 
made, and the powers that be have fairly kept “the happy mean be- 
tween too much stiffness in refusing and too much easiness in ad- 
mitting variations in things once advisedly established,” it would 
seem that our rubrical law as thus revised ought to have additional 
authority and obligation. 


It is well known that during the last few years various cus- 
toms, some of them inoffensive and it may be beautiful in them- 
selves, have grown up under the sanction of rectors and congrega- 
tions. Some of these new customs have been adopted, or at least 
allowed, and some have failed to secure the recognition sought for 
by their advocates. Under these circumstances it may fairly be 
claimed that the church has pronounced judgment upon these mat- 
ters, deliberately grafting some of them into her ritual and as de- 
liberately rejecting or disallowing others. I think then that more 
than ever, we have the limits of ritual prescribed in the Prayer 
Book, and that we are all bound by it, not only as by a law for 
onrselves, but as by a compact between the clergy and the people 
that the public services of the church shall be conducted in the 
manner prescribed and in no other way. 


I confess that I feel disposed to be more than, ever jealous for

this our common law, and I think we make a great mistake and 
trespass on the liberty of our people when we take advantage of our 
official position to bring any kind of pressure to bear upon our peo- 
ple to do or submit to that in our public worship, for which express 
authority is not found in the Book of Common Prayer. I know ofno 
congregational liberty to have any use or custom of their own 
which has not its proper warrants. in the common law and written 
rubrics of the church. 


I freely recognize that there may be special meetings, councils, 
convocations, missionary and evangelistic meetings, Sunday School 
gathering and others of like character, but the proper liberty 
allowed on such occasions does not affect the principle that I insist 
upon, that for the usual and regular public worship of our congre- 
gations the Book of Common Prayer, in its services and ritual 
directions is that which ought to guide us in what we do, and that 
to the exclusion of other things however beautiful or appropriate or 
edifying they may be. The church has undertaken to judge for us 
what is beautiful and appropriate and edifying for public worship, 
and she expects us cordially to accept her decision and submit our 
judgment to her’s. _ 


We all have need to think more seriously of the true nature and 
and great purpose of the public worship of Almighty God. Good 
old George Herbert says, “The end of preaching is praying.’ To 
this some one has added that “the end of public worship is not only 
spiritual devotion at the time, but holy, living and _ practical appli- 
cation afterwards.” Weare to be doers of the word and not hearers 
only. The worship is not to end in itself as if external homage 
were all that were required of us. It must have issue in quickened 
spiritual power and practical duty. No barren or unproductive 
worship is acceptable. The end of worship is to stimulate to obedi- 
ence. “To hear,” in the language of the Old Testament signifies to 
obey, z.¢. to hear withthe inner ear. Thought is awakened that it 
might lead to action. The sense of the Divine presence summons 
to duty. Obedience is the proper vesture of the thoughts and feel- 
ings roused in the sanctuary. | 


And yet it must be confessed that many are disposed to “measure 
the benefit gained by the enjoyment they feel,’ and the entertain- - 
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ment experienced. They expect always in preaching to hear 
“something new and striking,” having no special care for the man- 
ifestation of the truth to the heart and conscience; and they desire 
a service, as they say, “rendered with esthetic taste’—which may 
be all very well in itself, but which, nevertheless, often sadly diverts 
and distracts the mind. Certainly our worship must be reverent. 
Bishop Ryle well says that, ‘Nature, reason and common sense 
should teach us that there is a manner and demeanor suitable to 
mortal man when he draws nigh to his Almighty maker. It is not 
for nothing that it is written God is greatly to’be feared in the 
assembly of the saints and to be had in reverence of all them that 
are about Him, Evangelical religion does not object to handsome 
churches, good eclesiastical architecture, a well order ceremonial, 
and a well conducted service.” Still for all these things we must 
remember that we are not dependent on our own taste or judgment, 
but have the way marked out for us by competenc authority. Jam 
led to make these remarks because I that believe by reason of the 
weakness of our mortal nature, we are all indanger of losing sight of 
the true end of our assembling ourselves together, and expecting to 
be pleased and entertained rather than ‘brought nearer God and made 
holier, humbler, better christians.” 


Poor human nature easily goes astray. There is an outward ser- 
vice and worship that seems devout, and yet has no heart in it. So 
it was said of those who came to hear Ezekiel preach. They come 
unto thee as the people cometh and they sit before thee as my peo- 
ple, and they hear thy words but they will not do them; for with 
their mouth they show much love, but their heart goeth after their 
covetousness.” It is this tenden¢y in human nature to substitute 
what some one calls ‘‘Religiousness”’ for “Righteousness” that ought 
to put us on our guard for our own selves, and make us careful, as 
far as we have the power, to lead others on to worship the great 
God who is a Spirit, in spirit and in truth. | 

~I am convinced that some fall into a snare from a desire to make 
the services of the sanctuary attractive. It is possible for a popular 
lecturer, who touches upon all the topics of the day, to draw crowds 
of people on the day of rest when there is nothing else to draw 
them, and to cause them to have a certain familiarity with, and 
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interest in, religious truth. But the triumphs of the Gospel are not 
achieved by popular lecturers. We must expect to find a constant 
opposition in the natural heart to the doctrines of grace and to the 
life of religion, but we must still preach the word, be instant in sea- 
son and out of season, reprove, rebuke, exhort with all authority. 

The word of God’s grace to man in Jesus Christ is the great 
power to move the heart of man and to change the face of the 
world. Any apparent success achieved except along these lines 
of endeavor is delusive, nay worse, for it may lead minister and 
people to rest in the form of godliness while the true power is want- 
ing. Humbling as it may be to confess it we cannot deny but that 
‘‘There is a semi-sensuous delight in religious worship imposingly 
conducted which may be felt by the least conscientious as well as 
by those that are sincerely devout. The soul that is devoid of 
true reverance towards God may be rapt into a spurious elation 
while in rich and solemn tones the loud voiced organ peals forth 
His praise. The heart that never felt one throb of love to Christ 
may thrill with an ecstacy of sentimental tenderness while soft 
voices, now blending, now dividing, in combined or responsive 
strains, celebrate the glories of redeeming love.” 

I feel sure that we all might do more than we now do to further 
the great ends of public worship by giving more thought and time 
to the suitable and orderly rendering of our services along the well 
defined lines of our authorized ritual, bringing out more fully the 
richness and variety of the provision the church has made for her 
children, both in the Prayer Book and Hymnal; and may I not say 
especially by exercising a wise discretion in such control of the 
music as shall tend to the edification of the people. 


Iam led to hope that there are signs of reviving activity in our 
convocations, and there is a great work for them to do if they 
would give themselves to it. To-this end it is necessary that the 
niembers attend the meetings and by mutual intercourse, especially 
on these favorable occasions, thoroughly familiarize themselves with 
all the work of our church within their bounds. 

There are always vacant churches and missions where occasional 
services will be welcomed, and I think just at this time they will be 
more than ever acceptable. Even when no Sunday service can be 
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given to such points I feel sure that good congregations can be 
gathered on almost any week-day night. Much good may be done 
in this way and by visits from house to house, the people can be 
cheered and helped and made to feel that they are not forgotten 
even though they are for a time without a regular pastor. 


As the result of my own experience and that of those who have 
been working with me along these very lines, during the last year 
especially, I advise that the names of our people, families and parts of 
families, be secured from each place which it is proposed to visit, and 
that then a day or two before the visit, every person be notified by 
circular and that an envelope be also sent with the circular, calling 
their attention to the offering expected, and giving them the oppor- 
tunity of contributing whether present or not at the service. It 
would be well to forward all such offerings directly to the Secretary 
of the Diocesan Missionary Committee, that he may divide them 
among the various canonical objects. In this way the churches 
and missions would be keeping in line with our general work, and 
be made the more to realize their Diocesan obligations and connec- 
tions. The Diocesan Committee will gladly pay the expenses in- 
curred by members. of the convocation engaged in such work, and 
it is confidently believed that in this way, the visiting clergy being 
left free to set before the people their duty in this respect, that not 
only will all the expenses be promptly met, but a steady revenue 
will accrue to our various funds. All this involves some little cor- 
respondence and some trouble in making and keeping appointments, 
but the opportunities for work and the need of it are calls that ought 
not to be declined. The whole Diocese ought to be the care of the 
clergy and if they would consult more about the general work and 
realize the more their just measure of responsibility for it, there 
would be more general growth and a more firm and aggressive Di- 
ocesan spirit. 

Since the last meeting of the Council, our work at the Sheltering 
Arms has gone steadily forward and is constantly developing into 
_ larger promise of usefulness. The present capacity of the building 
is 20. The number of patients received during the year has been 
27, of which number Io were injured and 17 sick. The present num- 
ber of patients is 3. The cost of carrying on the work has been 
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about $1,500. The total number of days of nursing given has 
amounted to 748. 

We feel that this work is but in its infancy. | We look for a con- 
tinued interest in it all over the Diocese, and especially for its grow- 
ing popularity and strength among the people it is specially de- 
signed to aid. We have gratifying evidences of this almost every 
day. All those who wish well to the hospital are under large obli- 
gations to the superintendent, Mr. E. L. Bill, and to the nurse, Miss 
Peyton, who, not despising the day of small things, have been so 
far bearing the burden and heat of the day. 

During the last few days Mrs. Twing, one of the Secretaries of 
the woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of Missions, has paid a visit to 
some of our churches to arouse interest in the work of that society, 
and enlist the sympathies and efforts of our christian women. The 
work of this Society is simply wonderful. Their last report showed 
that they had 53 Diocesan and many Parish branches and that they 
raised in money, for our missions at home and abroad, the sum of 
$119,379.98, and also sent out boxes of clothing and supplies 
to the missionaries, valued at $184,593.15. 

They have been most kind and constant in their efforts to aid our 
clergy here in West Virginia, and it would be a graceful and a fit- 
ting thing for us to fall more into line with this noble band of chris- 
tian women and do our part, with others, in this mission work. Al- 
though we are few in numbers and widely scattered over a wide 
territory, yet small societies can be organized and stimulus can be 
given to their efforts at Convocations and at our Diocesan Councils. 
Such work is wonderful for the education of our people and a de- 
velopment of a true missionary zeal. I recommend earnestly that 
during the coming year, parish branches be formed wherever prac- 
ticable, and then if in the providence of God we live to meet again 
in Annual Council, a Diocesan Branch can be organized, and so we 
shall be fully in line with other Dioceses throughout the land. 

Enough time has now elapsed since the formation of the Diocese 
for us to be able to take our bearing and tell just where we are and 
whither our course is tending. I feel sure that a calm dispassion- 
ate survey of the whole state of the case will beget gratitude to God 
for his blessing, and fill us with encouragement for the future. The 
first fresh enthusiasm with which we entered upon our new task 
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has passed into the steady, settled purpose to push the work we 
find to do with all the vigor we can command, We have found out 
what it really is and what it involves. There may be some monot- 
ony about the ‘regular and constant labors that we now undergo, 
but so the church must be developed. The continual dropping 
wears the hardest sténe. We reach the goal of our efforts not at a 
bound, but by the faithful and continual tramp of the column in 
fair weather and in foul, over good roads and over bad. As the 
individual christian is compared to a soldier, so the church may be 
likened to an army. 

In our younger days our idea of the working of such an organi- 
zation was ruled, perhaps, by the pictures we saw of gaily compari- 
soned officers mounted on prancing steeds, and all suggestive of the 
romance and glory that seem so attractive. But a wider experience 
has.taught us something of the patient labors of unnoticed men, the 
wondrous pains taken to procure supplies and to secure proper 
equipment and the manifold care needful to make really effective 
the valor and devotion of even the best men. So in the church the 
parade is but a small part of the programme. We need patient, labo- 
rious workers, not afraid of unheroic details, and not despising them, 
but ready to take up the tasks which in the providence of God seem. 
to be assigned them, and to do what they do, however humble it 
may seem to be, heartily as to the Lord. We want more enthusi- 
asm for the church of God in the world, and for that part of it with 
which we are most closely identified. Yes, forour own church in 
this Diocese. 

There are some with us to-day who were with us twelve years 
ago, and as they look around over the Diocese which’ was then fairly 
committed to its independent life and work, they may say what hath 
God wrought. Who can tell what changes the next twelve years 
may bring? Who among us to-day shall live to see that day? 
Perhaps not one of those now counted most likely to continue in 
the field. Only let us pray that God will be with us as He was 
with our Fathers, that he will not leave nor forsake us, but will 
supply our wants and give us still fresh opportunities for doing His 
work in the world. May we have wisdom to lay strong foundations 
in these building days. May all our ministry be illumined by a 
clear and consistant testimony to our Saviour Christ as the one Me- 
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diator, the sure foundation, the divinely appointed channel of  re- 
stored communication between Heaven and earth. Then we shall 
not run in vain neither labor in vain, but while one plants and an- 
other waters God will give the increase. The church will break 
forth on the right hand and on the left. She will lengthen her 
stakes. A little one shall become a thousand, and a small one a 
strong nation. May the Lord hasten it in His time.

gymen entitled to seats in the Council, if there be so many lay represen- 
tatives present. And in every case the delegate or delegates shall be com- 
municants in this church, resident in the parish or mission station which 
they are elected to represent. 


The following minority report was submitted : 


The undersigned does not agree with that part of the above report

which provides only a partial enfranchisment of the cleleeates from mission 
stations—and I regard it essential in order to obtain their presence in the 
Council, that they should stand, in all respects, upon an equality with all 
other lay delegates, 

I would also have each church represented, whether it be a mission sta- 
tion, chapel, or by whatever name it may be called, wherever there may 
be an organized body of communicants and worshippers, which may grow 
into a self-supporting congregation. 

There should be given to each delegate one vote under all circumstan- 
ces, without regard to parish boundaries or the size of the congregation 
represented. 

This Diocese is one of missionary work and will be for years to come, and 
the presence of delegates in the Council is essential to the growta and de- 
velopment of the Diocese. Until the people take hold of the matter them- 
selves the growth will be limited, and the proposed amendment does not 
go to that length that I desire to see, in order to secure their presence 
here. I prefer to eradicate all distinction between lay delegates.

Your committee beg leave to submit its annual report as to the con- 
dition of Sunday School work ii this Diocese. The effort has been 
made to ascertain as accurate information as possible with reference to 
the number of teachers and scholars, the amount of money expended 
by the Sunday School during the past conciliar year, and the number 
of new schools organized since we last met. By means of circulars 
sent out to all the ministers early in May, the following result has 
been secured:

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As: compared with the report found in the tabulated statement for 
1889, the work has improved. 

The report showed four more teachers and 108 more scholars than 
last year. The amount over and above that expended last year is 
$307.32. 

The new schools reported were organized in Hartford City, by Rev. 
Mr. Campbell, and in Grafton, by Rev: Mr. Rodrick. 

Your committee has expended during the year past two ($2.00) dol- 
lars for circulars and postage and now have a balance of twenty-five 
($25.58) dollars and fifty-eight cents: Taking all these items of infor- 
mation into account it is gratifying to note that the Sunday School work 
in the:main is encouraging. Your committee would strongly urge the 
vigorous maintainance of Sunday School effort in. this Diocese. It is 
almost impossible to exaggerate its importance. ‘‘The children of a 
parish’ it has been said, ‘‘are its sacred possession and it is the duty of 
those in authority to see that these little ones are virtuously brought 
up to lead a godly and christian life.” In numberless instances. the 
Sunday Schools are the only mediums of doing this and of teaching the 
beauty and helpfulness of our church.

The Rev. C. C. Pearson read the following report of Committee 
on State of Church. 


The Committee on the State of the Church respectfully report that the 
history of the work in our Diocese during the last year, given in the 
address of the Bishop, and derived from other sources at its command, 
shows: evident and gratifying marks of success. It is true that there are 
some features of the work not so encouraging as others. There have 
been shades as well as sunshines. 

The work of promulgating the gospel and forwarding other interests 
of the church, has been, as usual, attended with difficulties which must 
exist, so long as many points in the Diocese continue difficult of access 
from lack of facilities for speedy travel. Onaccount of this the available 
clerical force of the Diocese is unable to accomplish as much as could 
otherwise be done. Another difficulty in the way of rapid development 
arises from the fact that the number of clergy sufficient to meet the gro 
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ing demands of the church, is,inadequate. While this is to) be regretted, - 
we note with thankfulness the fact that the cause has not very materially 
suffered. 

The work done has been so effective as to testify in an unmistakable 
manner that the Lord has been with us, and though the gospel has not 
been dispensed as extensively as the necessities of the case demand, it 
is: yratifying to know that it has been, taken to some of the remotest dis- 
tricts of the State by the: few who have the work in charge. It is also 
gratifyingto know that our work 1s of a progressive character, as in. some 
places we are among the first to raise the standard of the cross;, for which 
we feel devoutly thankful. 

Again, though the number of ministers has not increased, but 1s. really 
less than that of last year, the number of confirmations is greater tham 
that of the preceeding year, which is additional proof that advances are 
being made in the Diocese. 

In other particulars the work of the church shows growth. Contribu- 
tion for the support of the various objects, both of a missionary and 
parocial character, while falling short of what they ought to have been; 
show development, which is a strong indication that the people are becom- 
ing aroused to a sense of the responsibility which rests upon them, of 
assisting in the great work of feeding the sheep of the Good Shepherd. 

We are confidently expecting that the material development of our 
State, such as the increasing number of railroads projected, and being 
constructed, etc., will be valuable auxiliaries in the work yet to be ac- 
complished. 

In a spiritual sense we have cause for devout thankfulness that ‘‘God 
has raised up his power and come among us, and with great might has 
succored us,’’ 

The spirit of unity and concord among the clergy is evident. Moved 
as: they. are by one spirit to work to gether for the good of their brother 
men and to.tell them; what great things the Lord has done for them. 

The utmost harmony exists in our ranks, and we have faith to believe 
that at God’s command we shall ever move forward. 

In,conclusion your committee would express its conviction that renewed 
earnestness. is,necessary to. meet. the needs of the present and the future, 

While we have been, and are, surrounded by many difficulties. there are 
others to, be overcome,. | 

The spirit of worldliness which is ever and anon creeping into our 
congregations among those. who have entered into covenant relation with 
Christ, requires watchfulness both on part of pastor and people. 
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This is an age of new and strange views in the thinking world and in 
the church against which our vigilance cannot be too strict, lest the 
enemy gain the advantage. 

While we thank God for what He has done, let us take courage as we 
look to the present aad future, and do our duty in the various stations 
we occupy in the church, so that the ‘‘comfortable gospel of Christ 
may be truly preached, truly received and truly followed in all our 
places to the breaking down the kingdom of sin, satan and death, tul 
at length the whole of our dispersed sheep being gathered into one fold

The Council was called to order by the Bishop. The order of 
the day was taken up and the Secretary read the report of the Dio- 
cesan Missionary Society as follows: 


Report of Committee on Diocesan Missions. 


In submitting its annual report of the condition of the work committed, 
to us, your committee desires. to say that it fully appreciates the difficulty 
and responsibility of the duty with which it is entrusted. _It is not proba- 
ble that any method of work adopted by us-would commend itself to the 
judgment of all, or that the details of its execution wculd not be justly 
subject to some criticism, at 1east in the opionion of some among us, if 
not of all. | 

Our general plan has been to provide ministration for all points as far 
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as possible. We have made strenuous effort to furnish occasional services 
—as frequent as we could—at least, at every place within the Diocese, 
where such services have ever been held, and to occupy in addition, if pos- 
sible, with such occasional ministrations, any new point which might present 
itself and seem to offer promise of results. This has appeared to us on 
the whole wiser and more in accord with the spirit, that prompted the ap- 
pointment of such a committee as the one on which we enjoy the honor 
of serving, than the expenditure of all our means and energies in labors 
concentrated upon a few places, in which more immediate fruits might be 
gathered, but only at the expense of an almost total neglect of more re- 
mote fields. 


We have felt it to be important to maintain, according to our ability, the 
work already begun in these fields, not only because of the fact that we 
have in them church people, many of whom would feel it a great affliction 
to be deprived of all opportunity to join in those prayers and praises, 
which they have been wont to look upon as sources of joy and means of 
strength, but also because in, the great material growth and development 
now beginning in the State, the cnurch is reaping some benefits and in 
some of these very fields is receiving accessions to its numbers of commu- 
nicants, whom it is of great importance to hold to our interest and attract 
to our work. An illustration of this is afforded in Mercer County—per- 
haps the best. One year ago thirty-nine communicants were reported in 
that County. This year there are sixty-seven. The actual gain is twenty- 
eight, the relative gain more than 70 per cent. ‘This is one illustration of 
what is occurring, though not to the same extent as yet, in other places. 
Two churches are now being built in Mercer County and all the features 
of the work there are so encouraging that it may truly be described as a 
vigorous missionary work, which affords a better hope, perhaps, than any 
other in the Diocese, of growing in a few years into a regularly organized 
parish. 

We scarcely know what day such a state of affairs may arise elsewhere 
in the Diocese. And in view of this, as well as for other reasons, we are 
unwilling to abandon wholly any field that has been occupied unless it be 
manifestly dead. 

Another feature of encouragement in connection with our Diocesan 
Missionary work is found in the number of confirmations at the various 
places where it is carried cn: The Bishop’s address shows a total of 223 
confirmed during the year. Of this number 111—about one-half—were 
confirmed at various points under the care of the Diocesan Missionaries. 
The significance of this fact is better understood, when we remember that 
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~not much in excess of one-taird of the communicants reported last year 
resided at these places. If we are to measure faithfulness i: work by re- 
sults attained or by numbers confirmed, this certainly indicates fidelity 
upon the part of our missionaries. | Whatever else it indicates, we may 
fairly claim that it shows that in these weak parishes and mission stations 
—dead works as we sometimes feel tempted to regard them—spirituality 
is not wholly dead—the spirit of God is still a living spirit moving in the 
hearts of men. ’ 

We note with pleasure that two churches have been consecrated during 
the year—Trinity Chapel, Okonoko and Christ Church, Jefferson County. 
Also that two rectories have been purchased and partly paid for—one at 
Hinton and one at Grafton. Also that a church property has been pur- 
chased, repaired and improved at Buckhannon, where, under the faithful 
and zealous care of the Rev. Dr. Lacy, there are increase of interest and 
promise of growth. 

We have expended during the year in our missionary work $1,784.86, 
with which we have aided twelve missionaries residing in the Diocese and 
three residing without its limits, but giving a portion of their labors to it. 
Out of a total of about too places in the Diocese, where services are held 
with more or less regularity, about eighty receive some assistance from 
this fund. We commenced the year with $870.54 in the treasury. We 
have received during its course $1,554.60. After paying the stipends ag- 
gregated above at $1,610.71 and some incidental expenses, we now have 
on hand the sum of $174.65 with which to begin the next year. 

We have still to lament many vacancies in the field which every effort 
has failed to fill. These have been partially supplied by the Rev. Mr. 
Ambler, the Bishop and members of your committee. 

While the work done has not been as much as we would lke to have 
seen done, yet we think that something has been accomplished. Most of 
the vacant churches have been occasionally opened—those within reach 
usually as often as once a month. | 

We would particularly note what has been accomplished by the adop- 
tion of a plan of systematic offerings. | Envelopes have been sent out by 


the Bishop to each churchman and churchwoman at each point shortly | 


prior to-the time appointed for a service there. Announcement was made 
that the offering would be devoted to the different canonical objects, di- 
vided between them in a certain ratio. The result has been that a much 
larger sum than ever before has been received for these purposes from 
these places, which only goes to show that if the opportunity is afforded to 
the people to give, they will commonly do so. In order to have more 


Eisen 
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money, we must more frequently set our needs before the people and give 
them the chance to contribute. And this is what we need above many 
things, that might be mentioned—more means that we may more largely 
supplement the meagre salaries offered by our vacant parishes and missions 
to the men called to the care of them. Experience has shown that with- 
out this it is almost, if not quite, impossible to get the men needed so im- 
peratively. We, therefore, appeal both for deeper interest, for more earn- 
est prayer and for more liberal gifts, that our work may not languish for 
lack of laborers. 


This fund is, as some one else has said, the very backbone of the Dio- 
cese. We need that it should be strong and unlike most vertebrzes, we 
need to multiply it, that we may have as many backbones of this nature 
as we can get. It is especially important to give attention to this fund at 
this time. The state is opening up in every direction. New regions are 
being developed. New people are coming in. New treasurers are being 
disclosed. With the growth of the State the church should grow. New 
fields should be occupied. | New agencies for good should be brought into 
play. New efforts should be put forth. Are we not slack to go into and 
possess this goodly land, which the Lord God of our fathers hath given us? 

In common with almost every other interest in the Diocese, your com- 
mittee has sustained a heavy loss i: the death of its faithful and efficient 
Treasurer, Mr. R. J McCandlish. - We scarcely dare trust ourselves to 
speak of his virtues. He was faithful in little as in much. He was zeal- 
ous in interest. He was devoted in life. As Elisha’s gaze followed the 
ascending form of Elijah that he who looked, might receive a double por- 
tion of the spirit of his departing master. so do our thoughts rise continu- 
ally to him, our friend, our co-laborer, our counsellor, with the hope that 
the spirit of peace and love which dwelt with him may dwell also with us, 
For ourselves—for all—we pray that with him we may have our perfect 
consummation and bliss in God’s eternal and everlasting glory.

Your committee beg leave to report that we have had under considera- 
tion the report of the Trustee of the Episcopal Fund and find that it does 
not agree with the Parochial Reports for the year ending May 1, 18go. 
The discrepancies are largely the result of payments made to the Trustee 
after his report was completed and closed, therefore they did not appear 
in his report, but did appear in parochial reports for last year. We also 
find for the year ending May 1, 1890, some parochial reports which show 
collections for the Episcopal Fund which have not been paid to the Trus- 
tee. Therefore in the main we have had to follow the Trustee’s report, 
which, however, shows a greater amount received than the parochial re- 
ports would indicate. 


Your committee would suggest that some plan be adopted by which the 
source of discrepancies and trouble be gotten rid of. 

The question of the pledge of St. Luke’s Church, Wheeling, having 
been submitted to your Committee on Finance, we would say that we 
deem it inexpedient to suggest any action, except that it be referred to the 
special Commission on the Episcopal Fund. | 

Your committee would recommend the importance and necessity of in- 
suring the church property throughout the Diocese. While the cost of in - 
surance is not very great the loss of a church building would be very con- 
siderable. : 

The Treasurer of the Diocese, from accident, not having submitted his 
report and vouchers, your committee are unable to make any report upon 
the finances of the Diocese, 

We suygest the usual resolution : 

Resolved, Vhat the Treasurer of the Diocese pay to the Sexton of St. 
‘John’s Church, Charleston, the sum of ten dollars, for services rendered

Born in Norfolk, Virginia, January 27th, 1820. 

Died in Parkersburg, West Virginia, February 22nd, 1890. 

His early life was passed in Norfolk, Va., where he united with 
the Church and became interested in its work. 

Removing, towards middle life, to the western section of the 
State, he passed the remainder of his days in Weston and Parkers- 
burg. 

In both places his active interest in the church caused his speedy 
election as Vestryman, in which office he served almost continu- 
ously. He represented both parishes in the Council of the Diocese 
m of Virginia, prior to its division. At the time of his death he was 

and had been for many years Senior Warden of Trinity parish, 
Parkersburg. 

He was actively instrumental in promoting the erection and or- 
ganization of the Diocese of West Virginia, and has been generally 
sent to its Councils as Delegate from Trinity Parish, Parkersburg. 
He has also generally represented the Diocese in the General Con- 
ventions of the Church. 

In addition to these labors and honors, he discharged faithfully 
and judiciously the responsible duties of Treasurer of the various 

.Funds of the Diocese of W. Va., from its organization to his death. 
His wisdom in counsel, his integrity of character, his earnestness of 
purpose, qualified him in an eminent degree for the trusts reposed 
in him. 

Modest and unassuming in bearing, gentle and loving in disposi- 
tion, he was honored by all who had dealings with him, and be- 
loved by all who knew him. “Full of days and of honour,” he 
now “rests from His labors, and his works do follow him.”

I welcome you dear brethren and friends to Parkersburg to this Fourteenth 
Annual Council of the Diocese. We have no Cathedral organization here and 
therefore the Bishop has no special jurisdiction in the exercise of which he 
could give you a more formal reception in the See City.

The number of confirmations reported this year is the smallest in the history 
of the Diocese. The total number since the organization has been 2,499, an 
average of about 192. This year the number has fallen to 152. It is believed 
that this loss is owing to the unusual number of vacancies under which we 
have been suffering for more than a year. 


We find ourselves in an embarrassing situation, where the proverb holds true, 
that the destruction of a poor man is his poverty. There are unwonted signs 
of life and activity in every part of the Diocese, but the strength of our dif- 
ferent charges is sorely taxed and often proves insufficient to obtain and keep 
a Minister, and this difficulty is increased ‘by the fact that many of our charges 
demand so much ofa man in the way of continual travel and absence from home. 
In speaking upon this subject I am touching the great need of the Diocese, and 
its weakness too. 

After thirteen years continuous service, during which I have gone into every 
county in the State, paying 1,500 visits to 140 different places, I state as the re- 
sult of my observation and experience that the people everywhere are ready to 
welcome and to hear us, and that while we work steadfastly and loyally along 
our own church lines, that we maintain the most cordial relations with the other 
churches established about us. For this we thank God, and are disposed to 
take courage. We have large promise of usefulness and of increasing strength 
throughout the State. Still the difficulty I have named remains and it seems to 
be the chief one we have to encounter—the difficulty of keeping up the number of 
our working clergy, who, after all, bear the burden and heat of the day. Thisisa 
matter that deserves our most serious attention. There is no other question likely 
to come before you that can compare with it in importance. Our Diocese has a 
most unusual extent of purely Missionary territory to care for, and of Missions to 
be sustained, and the great difficulty we experience is lack of means, not so much 
to build Churches and Rectories, but to sustain the Ministry. To meet this 
difficulty, which is growing, inasmuch as the points we occupy are increasing in 
number, these different Missions and Stations must themselves realize more 
their peculiar responsibility,and they must make a more determined effort 
than ever before, to be self-supporting, or at least pay their full proportion for 
the service received. There must also be a readiness on the part of these 
Missions and Stations to work together, and gladly take such services as they 
may be able in this way to secure, even though they may fall far short of the 
number they could desire. And besides all this, there must be on the part of 
alla more persistent and liberal support of our Diocesan Missions. We expect 
the strong churches to give largely, because the responsibility of carrying on 
the work rests chiefly upon them, and we expect the small Churches and 
Missions and Stations to do their diligence gladly to give of the little they have, 
not only because it is their duty to lend a helping hand, and because their 
many littles will greatly swell the whole amount, but also because they are in- 
debted under God to our Missionary Society for ‘their first foundation and a 
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long contiuuance of nursingcare.”” Those who will take the trouble to look- 
into the matter will have reason to fear that in some cases help bestowed has 
interfered with the development of native strength and fostered a strange in- 
difference to the interests of the Diocese, upon which they are wholly depend. 
ent. I am unable to see how any number of our church people, however 
loosely organized as Mission, or Station, or Sunday School, and however 
irregular and infrequent their services, can justify neglect of the ordinary 
Diocesan objects which appeal to all, and especially of our Diocesan Missions’ 
which is the great agency for Church extension and support. 

You will allow me to say that I think,the clergy are somewhat backward in 
pressing this matter upon the people to.whom they minister. Not to speak 
now of the more settled congregations, there can be no good reason why our 
smaller Missions and Stations should not be kept well in touch with our Dio- 
cesan life, and gladly give liberally to the support of our general work. There 
are some reasons why such places should give to such general objects propor- 
tionately mor than the larger churches, for they usually are not subject to the 
same charges for the ordinary support of public worship. My experience and 
observation lead me to conclude that the Diocese has a great deal of undevel- 
oped strength in this direction. The people are anxious to help on the general 
work, but they must everywhere, in Parish and Church and Mission and Station, 
be guided and led; they must have put before them what is their duty as well 
as their privilege in this matter, and though the process of education may be 
slow, yet if the effort be patiently, persistently and judiciously made, the’ re- 
sult will be beyond our expectation, We must trust our people more, take 
them into our confidence about our work, and at the same time not be afraid 
to lay down to them the law of the Church and’ of the Gospel that the Lord 
has everywhere ordained, that they who preach ‘the Gospel should live of the 
Gospel, and Iam convinced that if the clergy do this more systematically in 
regard to the general work of the Diocese and the Missionary work of the 
Church, that while they say not one word about their own support, that the 
training of the people and the enlargement of their souls will make them more 
ready and careful to sustain their own work aap properly to support the wor- 
ship in their own congregation. 


PAROCHIAL MANAGEMENT. 


I have time and again, with great earnestness, and as much force and clear- 
ness as I could command, expressed myself as to the importance of managing 
the secular affairs of our congregations in a systematic business-like way. I 
trust that there is some improvement throughout the Diocese, but I am sure 
that there is room fora great deal more. I think that we ought, all of us, to 
have a high ideal before us, and to work toward it even though it may bea 
long time before we reach the goal. 

I desire to suggest that justas far as possible, and of course wholly where it 
is practicable, the moneys for what are called the current expenses of the con- 
gregation, including minister’s salary and fuel and lights and sexton’s salary, 
and all such matters, be collected by the Church officers without resorting to 
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the offertory. I know that this cannot be done at once, but I believe in many 
cases even So great a revolution can be gradually brought about. The trouble 
under the system that now too generally prevails is, that many of our congre- 
gations are pretty much exhausted in taking care of themselves, and the general 
work languishes. In my judgment the vestry and other officers ought to take 
upon themselves the general care and execution of the business matters con- 
nected with the church—canvassing the congregation and themselves collecting 
what is needed for the current expenses. Where this is not done it might be a 
question what the average vestryman or officer does in the way of work for the 
church during the year—often, I believe, absolutely nothing. If the people 
need to be stirred up, the minister is expected to do it from the chancel, and if 
deficiencies arise it is often expected that the minister will take up a special 
collection to make up the sum; thus the burden is thrown upon the offertory, 
as perhaps in some sense the easiest, but I hardly think, the fairest or the best 
way of settling the difficulty. 


And sometimes under this prevailing system the offering at Easter—the 
chiefest ot our festivals—is absorbed to make up that which is lacking from the 
tailure of the Church officers to coliect ina more business-like way. 


If such duty as I have spoken of were more generally imposed upon Church 
officers, possibly, some whose names are now on the list might decline to serve, 
but we would be stronger with a smaller and more efficient force. There can 
be no doubt that we have now on the list many honorary members—mere 
figure-heads—who do no real work, and in conference add nothing. I cannot 
see what is gained by such nominal additions to our working force. We have 
about three hundred and fifty Church officers of various names connected with 
our congregations in the Diocese, and I think they ought to take more personal 
concern than they do in managing our business affairs. They ought to relieve 
the Clergy of serving tables, (as much as they are compelled to do so) that 
they may give themselves the more earnestly to the ministry of the word and 
to prayer—to the untrammeled discharge of all their religious functions. 


This is not asking too much. It does not impose any great burden. It 
serves rather to educate the people, by teaching them to bear the responsibility 
for the Church’s business, and putting it upon them as they can bear it. 


And I believe that if the attempt is made to adopt some such plan as I recom- 
mend that the response will be great beyond expectation. The people look to the 
~-€lergy to lead them, and unless we lead in such matters there will be no prog- 
ress made. The old, time-honored way of throwing all burdens upon the 
offertory and trusting to the minister to stimulate the people for the occasion is, 
at best, but a lazy way of meeting our obligations to the Church. 


Unless the Clergy press this upon the Church officers, I mean not violently 
or suddenly, but judiciously, and with such explanation as will commend the 
plan to their common sense and their Christian spirit, it will never be done 
But just in proportion as it is done will the various occasions of public worship 
be left free for offerings for charitable and missionary objects, and so all the 
various funds of the Church, both Diocesan and general, will receive a wonder-

ful impulse ; then indeed it may be said that our alms as well as our prayers shall 
rise as a memorial before God. I think that this readjustment of our business 
methods would have the most happy effect upon all of our congregations. The 
vestry and Church officers would really conduct the business affairs of the 

- Church, which now they can in many cases hardly be said to do, and the con- 
gregations, having their attention more directed to the general work of the 
Church, would have a reviving interest in its stability and progress. This 
would give opportunity for every separate object to be brought before the 
people, that they might know what they are giving to and how the work went 
on, I have known only general offerings made into a common fund, and then 
appropriations made from this fund by the vestry for various purposes. The 
system is, I think, bad; it has no educating, developing power; it does not 
arouse enthusiasm ; it does not stir up zeal. There ought to be on the part of 
all of our people a clear understanding of every branch of our Church work 
and a distinct purpose and effort to support every part of it. 


I do nut want to seem to press this point too far, but I really think it is a very 
practical and important matter. Itis an attention to details which is not nar- 
rowing, but just the reverse, for though the details be small the principle in- 
volved is not small. 


I speak all the more freely on this subject because the Diocese has been 
liberal and prompt in its provisions for its Bishop. But if itbe not ungracious, 
I would like to say that I have at times feared lest some of our congregations 
thought that their Diocesan obligations were discharged in supporting the 
Bishop. They have put him in the field and certainly faithfully supplied all his 
temporal wants, but they should never forget that both, he and they, are alike 
servants in a common work and that he specially represents their activity and 
liberality in Church extension. Even if a man be a Bishop, he ought not for 
such reason be condemned to make brick without straw. And I freely say, 
that as, in the providence of God, Bishop of this Diocese of West Virginia, I 
not only invite, but claim and demand your hearty co-operation in our general 
work. I have no doubt but that it is my duty to do this more emphatically and 
persistently than I have ever done before, lest the interests I am expected to 
foster should languish from neglect. Surely in caring for the manifold interests 
of our own Diocese, the rule ought to prevail if anywhere, “ Let us do good 
unto all men as we have opportunity, and especially unto them that are of the 
household of faith.” 


CONVOCATIONS. 


I think that there is room for increased activity on the part of our Convoca- 
tions. The difficulties arising chiefly from the wide distribution of our work- 
ing force over a large field, are no doubt great, but yet not insuperable. In my 
judgment the Convocational meetings are mainly for the Clergy, to enable 
them to meet together to consult about the work, and to see how they can be 
mutually helpful. Such time and place then ought to be chosen for these meet- 
ings as would make it, not only possible but probable, that they would be fully 
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attended. When special services are needed at any point it will be sufficient 


that one man should be appointed to conduct them; this would be to husband 
our resources, and also to make the meetings more effective than they would 
otherwise be. If the Convocational meetings were set for some fixed time and 
did not inferfere one with another, it would give me great pleasure to attend | : 
and I would value, very highly this opportunity of meeting the Clergy more 
frequently and taking counsel with them about our common work. In the 
nature of the case there are many points where we have only a few people and 
they have services very infrequently. These points ought specially to be the 
care of the Convocation, and great good might be done by providing for them 
some special services. 


The idea has from time to time been advanced that we ought to have a Gen- 
eral Diocesan Missionary, or Evangelist, and there is no doubt plenty of work 
tor such an one to do; but I do not see how he could be sustained, and even if 
we had the means, the man would be very hard to find. In the meantime, if 
our various ministers will, on their own motion, and through the Convocation, 
extend their supervision as widely as they can over our scattered sheep, I think 
we can care for them. 


THE SUNDAY  SCHUUL. 


It is gratifying to find a growing interest in our Sunday School work. Our 
Diocese is one of the very few in which the Sunday School scholars exceed in 
number the communicants of the Church, and this ought to be so, for 
while we ought always to have a Sunday School where we have a Church, it is 
often possible for us to have Sunday Schools where we have no Churches, and 
it is also possible and often very easy, for the larger Churches especially, to 
have more than one School. Let it be done wherever it is possible. One 
School will help another. Opportunity will be furnished for some of those now 
doing nothing to goto work, and so the main Church will itself receive impetus 
from the work which it thus undertakes. -In work like this our individual 
Churches, like the Church at large, must be continually reaching out into the 
region beyond. ‘They will find it true here as elsewhere that, “ Thee is that 
scattereth and yet increaseth, and there is that withholdeth more than is meet, 
but it tendeth to poverty.” 

The conduct of our Sunday Schools is confessedly a difficult matter, yet if 
anywhere, here the old maxium is certainly true; ‘ He has carried every point 
who has mixed the useful with the agreeable.” How really to interest the 
children and instruct them at the same time, to hold them as they get older, 
and while making the School bright and attractive, to keep it true to its great 
purpose; this is the great problem. It demands our most thoughtful and 
prayerful consideration. For it must be remembered, that it is entirely possible 
to purchase so much success as ensures a large attendance at too great cost, 
Neither in secular, nor in sacred things, can we expect the work of instruction 
to be simply play. There is work about it, and real work is always more or 
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less hard. We must not sacrifice too much to ease and pleasure. The Sunday 
School must be worked along spiritual lines, and in this connection I must say 
that it isa great mistake in our judgment to have purely secular books, novels, 
etc,, in the library. They may be good in themselves, fit for a circulating 
library; but not for a Sunday School. The object is not to amuse—not even to 
instruct primarily—but to teach the way of godliness, the way of life. A regard 
for souls is the supreme regard of the School. The schools ought to help to 
stem the tide of secularism. Say what you choose about the narrowness of the 
old days, but it was better than the fearful license now prevalent, when the fathers 
read the Sunday papers, generally the most sensational of the week, and the 
children get the novels of the day at the Sunday School, and so spend the 
afternoon. It is not in this way that they are to know the Holy Scriptures and 
be made wise unto salvation. Is one day in seven too much to give to higher 
themes than to tales of adventure and sentimental love stories? Under such 
management our children grow up without earnestness cf character or depth of 
piety. They may be sweet and knowing and not wise unto salvation—not 
fruitful in good works—as it was with the children of Israel, when the Lord fed 
them to the full with quails, but sent leanness into their souls. I am afraid 
that oftentimes there is no authority about such things exercised in our Christ- 
ian homes, and we feel the lack of a proper training when the children come to 
the Sunday School. I would have Sunday made bright and attractive and the 
services of the Church as interesting as possible, but I would also have parents 
and spiritual pastors and teachers in their wise discretion, exercise their rightful 
authority over the children, and with decision mark out the way in which they 
should go. 


CARE OF THE CONFIRMED. 


And this brings me to sav that oné of the gravest responsibilities of the 
ministry is exercised in the matter of presenting candidates for Confirmation. 
On the one hand there may be a temptation to lower the standard of qualifica- 
tion for Church membership, and hastily to gather in those who are “‘ desirous ” 
but not “ready,’’ and on the other’hand there may be a temptation to impose 
special tests, which are in accordance with our judgment or disposition, but not 
sanctioned by the word of God or usage of the Church, or to look for experi- 
ences and attainments which belong rather to a full grown Christian than to a 
babe in Christ. On the one hand there is fear of receiving some who ought to 
be discouraged, and on the other hand there is fear of repelling some who 
ought to be received. 


But what it as much concerns us to observe is that the responsibility of the 
‘ minister in regard to those presented for confirmation is not fulfilled by the ac- 
' complishment of this service. There is something else to be taken into the 
account, there is something beyond confirmation, something that comes after it, 
and to which it is also introductory—I mean the daily Christian life. May it 
not be that in some cases of failure the difficulty is not that the persons were 
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not proper subjects for confirmation, but that they were not properly taken care 
of after confirmation. 


They were in earnest when they were confirmed. They were truly “desir- 
ous’ and “ready.’’ Their conception of the Christian life may not have been 
as clear as it ought to have been. But it was enough to begin with, and what 
they needed was more help than they received. They were turned adrift before 
they were able to take the helm into their own hands; no wonder then that 
they have somewhat gone astray. 


Here then is a work that belongs no less to the ministry than the calling men 
to repentance—it is the care of the flock; it is the taking heed to the Church 
which Christ hath purchased with His own blood. 


It is much to be lamented that the personal intercourse which is established 
for a time at least, so closely between the Pastor and the candidates for Con- 
firmation, must in the nature of things be somewhat changed ; but need it be 
as I fear it often is, entirely given up? Can there not be more careful oversight 
after confirmation than now exists in many cases? Cannot the weekly lecture 
and the special services before communion, where these are practible, be made 
instrumental in keeping up a closer and more profitable relation between 
Pastor and people? Cannot these services, whether held in the Church, or in 
the form of cottage lectures fiom house to house, be not only the means of 
strengthentng and confirming the older Disciples, but specially after confirma- 
tion be helpful in getting the young Disciples fairly started ; in directing their 
energies to do the work their hands find to do; in helping them over difficulties 
they are sure to encounter, and in giving them advice as occasion requires ? 


With thorough preparation before confirmation, and with careful oversight 
after confirmation, the proportion of loss ought to be very small. 


THE WIDOWS’ AND ORPHANS’ AND DISABLED CLERGY 
FUND. 


Iam not one of those who care much for what we ordinaily call invested 
funds, but there is one fund which I confess I should like to see grow to much 
larger proportions than it seems likely now to attain—I mean the fund for the 
Disabled Clergy, and for the Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergy. 


The object commends itself to us all. It appeals alike to our judgment and 
to our sympathies. The regular contributions that are made at the usual 
Christmas offerings barely suffice to pay the annual appropriations to our bene- 
ficiaries, and these are necessarily kept at a very small figure. We have had 
several small legacies for this fund, so that we now have about $2,500 invested 
but we need much more I have, therefore, determined to ask the Diocese if 
they could not make a united effort in this direction, and by some plan which 
should extend its operations over a series of years, accumulate such a fund as, 
still supplemented by your annual Christmas offering, would enable us to make 
a substantial provision for our Disabled Clergy and also for the Widows and 
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Orphans of the deceased Clergy. My attention has been called to the opera- 
tion of Building Associations, and several of our Churches are at this time 
using such instrumentality to provide money for the building of Churches and 
Rectories, I may mention specially St. Paul’s Church, Weston, which has up- 
wards of.forty (40) shares in an association, and is depending upon this fund 
for the building of a new church. The earnest and practical laymen who haye 
this matter in charge can tell us all the necessary conditions of the enterprise. 
If we could get all our congregations, large and small, or all those combina- 
tions of congregations which make up our charge, to take even so much as one 
share in such association, in a very few years we would have a very substantial 
addition to our fund, and be able to make far better provision for our veteran 
soldiers and for the families left destitute. 


I commend the matter to the consideration of the Council, and in this con- 
nection desire to speak a word on another aspect of the same subject : 


THE CLERGYMEN’S RETIRING FUND SOCIETY. 


On a former occasion I called your attention to this Society, which proposes 
to create a pension fund for the Clergy of our Church in the United States. 
There are two special motives for membership in this society : 


First: To create such a fund as will enable the Church to relieve her old 
Clergy by a pension similar to that which the State grants to its officers in the 
army and navy ; and 


Second: To create some provision for ourselves when the church does not, 
as in case of infirmity, provide any suitable support. The membership to-day 
is about six hundred, and the capital fund amounts to about $60,000. Isuppose 
that all of our Clergy have from time to time received circulars upon the sub- 
ject. I could wish that they would more carefully consider the cause they 
present. 


THE SHELTERING ARMS. 


The Hospital continues to grow in usefulness and in public esteem. Since 
our opening, about eighteen months ago, we have treated 62 cases, of which 
number 21 were colored people. Of the whole numbers 33 were surgical 
cases. 


The Churches of the Diocese gave last year to the work $608.51, and the of- 
fering at the White Sulphur on Hospital Sunday amounted to $191.63. Weare 
gradually getting the miners better acquainted with our work and more inter- 
ested in it, and as a result they are coming to our support in a gratifying man- 
ner. About 600 are now regular subscribers to our expense fund at the rate of 
ten cents a month. This is kindly collected for us by the operators, 
on the pay roll of the men, and we are under many obligations for their help in 
the matters, Our expenses are about $2,200 per annum, and we trust the time 
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is not far distant when this entire expense will be met by those for whose 
special benefit the Institution is intended. In the meantime we still need the 
fostering care of the Churches and of our friends; and especially as it seems 
both expedient and necessary that we should undertake, during this coming 
Summer, to make such additions and improvements to our buildings as wi'l 
cost us about $3,000. We shall then, we believe, be prepared for all reasonable 
demands that may be made upon us for some years to come. 


It is just eleven years since the Third Annual Council met here in this 
Church. In the pursuance of the good old custom of having the sessions of 
this representative body in different localities, we have come around again in 
our course to where we were in 1880. It is our earnest hope that in this way 
the Churches in our widely scattered field may get to know something of each 
other, and by acquiring personal acquaintance, not only with Clergy and peo- 
ple, but with places, have their interest the more excited and sustained. We 
all ought to be hopeful about the future of our Church in West Virginia. 
Surely the good Lord has some special work for us to do in this part of His 
vineyard, and some gift we may impart to the people among whom we dwell, 
of this however we may be well assured, that we are to win our way among the 
people of this land by faithfulness of our testimony to our Divine Lord and 
Master, and by the godly walk and conversation of our Church people. Stand- 
ing in this presence I cannot forget how much under God the Church and this 
Diocese owe to those good and true men we miss from our number to-day, 
who while they lived, thus commended the Church and the religion of our 
Saviour, Christ, to all about them, and when they died, left us the precious 
legacy of their influence and example. In the full tide of our work here we 
pause especially to remember with grateful appreciation him who for so long a 
time was in this community and throughout the Diocese, so preeminently one of 
our representative men. If we are poorer for the loss of such a man, we are 
all the richer for having known and loved him. He rests from his labors and 
his works do follow him. 

In what our hands find to. do, dear friends, in this Council, may God take 
away out of our hearts “all hatred and prejudice and whatsoever else may 
hinder us from godly union and concord; may He make us all to be of one 
mind in this our household of faith, and so bless us in what we try to do for 
Him that both what we do and say may tend to the setting forth of His glory 
and the salvation of our fellow men.

The Rev. S. S. Moore, Secretary of the Diocesan Mission Committee, 
submitted the following report, which he asked permission to read at the 
Missionary meeting to-night: 

The Executive Committee of the Diocesan Missionary Society begs leave 
respectfully to submit its report of transactions during the past year. 


By reference to the Treasurer’s report it will be seen that we began the year 
on May 1, 1890, with a balance in hand of $648.29. The receipts during the 
year have aggregate $1300.11 making a total of $1,948.40 subject to the call of 
the Committee. Of this amount $1,929.67 have been expended, leaving a bal- 
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ance only of $18.73 now in the hands of the Treasurer. Of the sum thus ex- 
pended all except $325.42, i.e. the sum of $1,604.25, has been paid to Mission- 
aries at work for a longer or shorter time within the Diocese. Nineteen men 
have been aided from this fund, the payments to them aggregating $84.65, but 
varying widely, for they range from $25 to $295. Of the men thus aided eleven 
are still resident and working in the Diocese; one has died; four have moved 
from the Diocese ; two have never been resident, but are still working within 
it; one was at work temporarily for a few months only. 


In addition to the fund thus received and disbursed, the General Missionary 
Societies of the Church have contributed $1500 to Missionary work within the 
Diocese. 

We present, then, in summary form these statistics of Missionary work in the 
Diocese: : | 

Total amount expended during the year, $3,104.25; number of Missionaries 
aided, 19 ; number of these now in the Diocese, 11, to which add those not resi- 
dent, but working in the Diocese, 2; total number of those aided from these 
funds and still working for the Diocese, 13. 


Now, let us turn our attention from the workers and the fund by which they 
are sustained, to the field of their labors and endeavor to learn the importance 
of the work which they are doing. These statistics following are taken from 
the reports made in 1890: 


We have 59 Churches and Chapels, of these 44 are in the Mission field. We 
have 2,929 communicants, of these 1,296 are in that field. We have 3,276 
teachers and scholars in our Sunday Schools, ot these that field furnishes 15730. 
Prior to June, 1890, 2,347 persons had been confirmed, of whom 1,287 were in 
the Mission field. The total contributions to Diocesan Missions were $1,489.50, 
of which $762.28, more than half, came from that field. The contributions to 
other Diocesan funds aggregated $4,023,74, of which $1,026.18 are credited to 
that field. Thus the sum of $1,788.46, or nearly one-third of the total amount 
contributed to all Diocesan funds, which was $5,513.24, came from the Mission 
field. 


Reviewing these statistics, we find that the Mission points in the Diocese 
represent, in the aggregate, very nearly, if not quite, one-half its numerical 
strength, and at least one-third of its liberality. Can we fail, then, to appreci- 
ate the importance of sustaining this work and of striving to increase its range 
and efficiency? What is its present condition? We have seen the number of 
men engaged in the work to be eleven resident and two non-resident, These 
touch many points, but there are many which they seldom or never reach. 
We need more men. These we cannot get without more money for their sup- 
port. Men cannot come to us, bring their families and support them, pay travel- 
ing expenses in ministering to a widely scattered flock, journeying perhaps 50 
miles to baptize a baby and possibly 75 miles to attend a funeral—all-for the 
princely compensation of $500 or $600 a year. Even these sums are not always 
promptly paid. No doubt the congregations desire to insure the presence of a 
mortified spirit. They fear temptation to indulgence and luxury and excess. - 
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In order to get and to keep men, we must pay larger salaries. We should 
aim to make these at least $800 or $900 a year, which is surely little enough. 
There are only two ways to do this—one to make contributions larger, but we 
doubt whether very much more can be done in this way for the present—the 
other to make circuits larger, to place more points under the care of each man, 
so that his income may be both larger and more assured. Some move in this 
direction needs to be made, by the combination of points hitherto separated, 
and is probably the only solution of the problem of the scarcity of laborers, 
which for several years has presented itself and imperatively demanded a solu- 
tion. 

We note among evidences of advance in work in the field during the year 
the following facts: A Church has been built at Princeton and another at 
Bluefield, both in Mercer County, and a Missionary is nowresident in that 
County. The Church at Morgantown has been consecrated—that at Clarks- 
burg repaired and greatly improved. There is a Church nearly completed at 
Whittle Mission, in Jackson County. A Sunday School has been organized at 
Harper’s Ferry. Of confirmations during the year,52, more than one-third, 
have been in the Mission field. The effect of vacancies at these points is seen 
both in smaller confirmations and in lessened contributions. Last year those 
confirmed in this field numbered 111, this, only 52. Last year the field con- 
tributed to Diocesan Missions $762.28, this only $390.89, Most of the other 
Diocesan funds show a similar diminution as compared with the report of last 
year. 


In conclusion, then, your Committee would press the importance of increased 
effort and wider combination, being satisfied that only by such means can 
greater efficiency be attained and more regular and persistent work be done.

FRIDAY, JUNE 5TH, 9 A. M.—Council called to order by the Bishop. 
Prayer by the Rev. J. T. Foster. 

The minutes of the preceding day read and approved. 


The Bishop announced that he had received a check from the estate of 
the late Sarah Crowley for $1,133.22 for the Permanent Fund of the 
Diocese, which he had turned over to the Treasurer. 


The Rev. N. F. Marshall, Chairman, read the report of the Committee 
on the State of the Church as follows: 


The Committee on the State of the Church respectfully report : 


We find the conditions of the work encouraging and discouraging. The 
promise of our Lord to be with His Church, the presence in our midst of new

and young clergymen, the united determined and laborious work of the clergy, 
are abundant causes of satisfaction. But in view of the number of vacant 
Churches and Missions there is cause for the most anxious thought and prayer; 
also for the wisest care in devising ways and means for the care of the children 
of the Church and for reaching the numbers who are without God and Christ in 
the land. We believe the word and the sacraments ordained by Christ can be 
much more fully carried to our people by our present clerical and lay forces 
than has been done in the past. This must be done by— 

I. a change of system and the use of in telligent and able men who are 
in our midst On the lists of communicants there are many learned and 


godly men whose talents are buried. With the rise of the St. Andrew’s 
Brotherhood we are admonished of a new day anda new order of 
things that breaks over the vision of the Church. By a change of 
sentiment among our people that will make them receive gladly the 
conduct of the services at the hands of consecrated men in their midst and by 
the exercise of their gifts in behalf of Christ and the Church, by these men who 
so frequently shine at the bar, on the hustings, andin educational centres, much 
could be well done in the fields that are now shepherdless. We remind the laity 
of what the Church allows them to do, and suggest that they assume the duty and 
privilege that is theirs. The day is past when alla layman had to do was to 
pay his money and remain silent. The presence in the Church at large of an 
increasing host of men of the laity, who can and will speak in behalf of the 
cause of Christ, suggests that these men so wise in counsel among us, make 
speed to exercise their gifts to the glory of God. It may not be amiss to hope 
that along thisline of things there may be the rediscovery of the almost lost third 
order of the Ministry, the semi-lay, semi-clerical Deacon. If it be not imperti- 
nent, we respectfully suggest that the Bishop and Clergy examine carefully to 
find such suitable men and, where possible, ordain them to this important office, 
Working at some secular calling for their support they could minister in things 
sacred to the edifying of the body of Christ. 

II. We respectfully suggest that this Council proceed at once to take the 
necessary steps to place the responsibility for all vacant Parishes and Mission 
Stations in the bounds of the Convocations in the hands of their respective 
Deans as the special coadjutors and advisers of the Bishop, giving them the 
necessary authority to supply the necessary and possible clerical visitations 
from the neighboring parochial clergy. This will also largely prevent the dam- 
aging falling off of funds consequent upon vacancies, 

III. Wealso suggest that the Bishop and the Diocesan Missionary Committee 
enter upon the necessary concordat or stipulation with all Parishes and Missions 
whose Clergy receive stipends,which will place the appointment of Missionaries in 
the hands of the Bishop. It seems to your Committee that this will in no 
small degree accelerate the supply of vacant fields, saving all that waste of 
valuable time involved in the vain hunt for a suitable man that so frequently 
wearies the vestries under the present “calling” system. That this is no vision- 
ary, no impracticable idea, is attested by the custom of many Dioceses, notably 
those of Maryland and Kentucky. 
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IV. While on this subject of Diosesan Missions, your Committee suggests 
that this Council appoint a special Finance Committee, or empower the Dio- 
cesan Mission Committee to levy assessments on all Parishes and Missions for 
its work. These assessments to be made on the basis of general strength, as 
shown by the offerings to all causes, by the number of communicants and 
families, and by the general surroundings and indications in the Parish. We 
have been led to believe a number of successful Dioceses are placed on a safe 
financial basis in this way. One of us has had occasion to ask how the Dio- 
cese of Kentucky can afford to pay so much as five or six hundred dollars 
toward the stipends of some of its Clergy. The reply has invariably been. 
By assessment. The penalty of non-payment? Non-representation in Council. 

V. ‘There is another most important matter to be brought before you and 
emphasized, viz: The work of theological:education. So far there is almost 
no provision for this work by the Diocese itself. Are there not wealthy laymen 
in the Diocese who will endow scholarships at the Seminary ? and thus place 
the young men who may feel called to the Ministry in a position of freedom 
from care that will enable them to devote all their time to study. One, two, 
three or more Churches might unite in raising such scholarships. Or organiza- 
tions within the Parishes might do so. It would not require a great amount of 
energy or expense for two or three $300 scholarships to be thus raised. With 
a personal knowledge of their beneficiary and constant communications with 
him, the donors would find great pleasure and profit in their labor of love. 

We conclude by reminding the laity of the Diocese at large that the improve- 
ment of the state of the Church depends almost, if not quite wholly, upon 
themselves. One of the most useful young men among them says: The 
fault is not with the Clergy, it is with the laity. They need stirring up; they 
need to be consecrated. As watchmen placed upon the tower to give signs of 
the night, we cry aloud in warning: The morning cometh and also the night!

The Committee on Religious and Theological Education respectfully report, 
that there are to be four candidates at the Theological Seminary next year, and 
one elsewhere.

Your Committee has examined the printed statement of the Treasurer of the 
Diocese and compared it with the vouchers returned by him, and from this in- 
formation and credit balance as shown by the bank book of the First National 
Bank, of Parkersburg, of $1,577.44 to the credit of the several funds, would re- 
port that we believe said statement to be correct, and would reccommend its 
acceptance by the Council. Would suggest, however, that the Rector and 
Treasurer of the several parishes be particular in the future to see, so far as it 
is possible, that their contributions for these funds be in the hands of the 
Treasurer of the Diocese on or before May Ist each year, as it will enable the 
Auditing Committee to reconcile Treasurer’s statement with the Parochial re- 
ports. 


The report of the Trustee of the Episcopal Fund has also been examined, 
showing total receipts to June 1, 1891, of $2,330.78 as compared with $2,683.93 
for year before.

The Parish is still providing $520 (by $10 weekly payments) per 
annum to secure a handsome new Church in a few years. This continued heavy 
burden must be one reason assigned why these good people have not done 
more for the benevolent objects outside the Parish. The Parish has suffered 
this year again, heavily by removals ; but the town has been unusually prosper- 
ous, being a principal paint on the West Virginia & Pittsburg Railroad, with 
its constantly increasing operations, and also the headquarters for the ‘“‘West 
Virginia Improvement Company,” which is engaged in building railroads.

Several little: sums for missions and be- 
nevolence speak of the abundance of their love even in their weakness and 
poverty. The minister who visited them last Summer stopped to make the 
visit while on a horse back ride from Weston to Richmond, Va. At Frost, 
very near the top of the Alleghany range, a service was held one Sunday night. 
We have one communicant who lived there then (and now resides elsewhere 
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in the County). There was a very large congregation. The next morning in 
that sweet little Christian home a child was baptized which had been brought 
several miles for the service. Three of the communicants reported above 
reside at or near Huntersville; two at Hillsboro and six at Clover Lick. The 
Church is at Clover Lick and it is mainly inthe family of Dr, John Ligon 
and the Church is the expression of the zeal of Mrs. Ligon, by whose industry 
it was built. Their children have all grown up to know and love the Church, 
though they live so far off in the mountains, because their father regularly on 
Sunday has the habit of reading the service for them and in many ways they 
have been taught to love the Church.

ANNUAL ADDREss. 


JUNE, 1891. 


Our Fourteenth Annual Council met in Trinity Chureh, Parkersburg, on 
Wednesday, June 3rd, 1891, and continued in session through Saturday the 
6th, although most of the members, according to our time honored custom 
remained over Sunday. Our missionary meetings were unusually interest- 
ing, and the discussions practical; eniphasis also was justly laid upon the 
importance of sustaining the Education Society ; and we had the work of 
the Brotherhood of St. Andrew in relation to the Sunday School set before 
us, by Mr. Smedes, a layman from Southern Ohio. There was a larger 
number of laymen present and participating than usual. We hail this as 
a good omen, for there has been too much of a disposition in time past to 
look upon the clergy, as practically constituting the Church, and inthis way 
a great deal of powcr has been lost. Here, as elsewhere, let us remember 
the wise words of the late Bishop Patteson, the Melanesian Martyr, that 
“education consists in teaching people to bear responsibilities, and in put- 
ting these responsibilities upon them as they can bear them.’’ The Council 
has, in my judgment, wisely legislated in this direction, by its action in 
the matter of representation, seeking to increase the interest and develope 
the power of our laymen.

Monday 5th—Boone C. H. This trip of about one hundred and fifty 
miles through the country, gave me an opportunity of having the services 
of our Church among many peopte notat all accustomed to, and yet kindly 
welcoming them. Jt has been my growing conviction, that if we mean to 
take alarger hold upon the people of the State, that the clergy must doa 
good deal of this pioneer work. 

Sunday 11th—A. M., Presbyterian Church, Winfield. P. M., Methodist 
Church, Frazier’s Bottom. P. P. M! Methodist Church, Buffalo. These 
places I thus visited, after quite a longinterval. I found seven communicants 
in the three places, all of them anxious for renewed services. Such fields 
have large promise for the faithful, patient workman. The results are often 
far greater in proportion than in the more settled parishes. I give it asmy 
deliberate judgment, after some years of observation and experience, that 
while these settled churches ought not to be neglected, yet that the general 
interest of our church throughout the State would be much promoted if 
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more of their many services were bestowed upon their scattered brethren. 
In thismatter of preaching the Gospel in the regions beyond our own 
Church organizations, and to the people outside of them, there seems to be 
need of a new departure, to use substantially the words of another, ‘Every 
Church or parish, is to be considered asa fort which must be garrisoned 
and held.” It is important to secure and maintain for ita commanding in- 
fluence in the community where it is located, but this not for its own wel- 
fare and aggrandizement, but also that it may be a source of spiritual sup- 
plies for others, a base of operations from which to move upon the regions 
and the people beyond. We must not allow ourselves to be taken up_ 
simply with perfecting and enlarging our present church organizations. 
It is not enough simply to hold the fort. It is not enough that pulpit and 
choir give forth their accustomed tones, Sunday by Sunday, and that hear- 
ers occupy the pews in sufficient numbers to maintain the stated services 
of the church. This is all very well as far as it goes, but it does not go far 
enough. The church must march out of the fortified camp into the open 
field, and it must do this in order to find and meet the people, to whom it 
has a message to deliver. Po adhere more strictly to the figure, the Chureh 
must leave the fort, and march out into the open field in order te find and 
meet the enemy. No mattor how execllent the ammunition and deadly 
the rifle, the foe will not suffer unless they are in range. But in too many 
cases those who need to be won for Christ keep wholly out of reach of that 
elegant piece of black walnut furniture, with its plush upholstery, and 
ponderous gilt-edged copy of God’s word, which we eall “the pulpit.” 

Shall we then be satisfied with performing the time honored evolutions; 
of a religious campaign? God forbid that we should be so. 

We must indeed maintain with utmost faithfulness the preaching of a 
bold strong gospel in every established pulpit; but we must do more than 
thus try to hold our present possessions; we must go forth to those that do 
not come to us. We must, as it were, go out into the highways and hedges 
and compel them to come in. We shall find the field for such laborers in 
the crowded, but neglected parts of our larger towns. We shall find it in 
the smaller towns, where there are yet many unattached to any Christian 
Church—apparently, outside of any active Gospel influence—we shall find . 
it too in the rural districts, where oftentimes a monthly, or less frequent, 
service, and an annual protracted meeting, is the only religious influence 
that reaches the people from one year’s end to another. There is large 
room, believe me, in such fields, for Christian energy and zeal, and for 
consecrated service; the minister who ‘engages in such evangelistic work is 
stronger for his own home duty, and the congregation that gladly spares 
him, and bids him Godspeed in his efforts, and helps him with such per- 
sonal aid as he requires, will find it true in its own experience, that ‘it is 
more blessed to give than to receive.”” I repeat it, the Church must not be 
satisfied simply to care for itself. If we have the heart for it, we shall find 
a vast deal of distinctively Christian work to do all around us, which shall 
be at once the best exercise for our own Christian life, and the most power- 
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ful evidence to the world that the Church is of God. So when John the 
Baptist sent Disciples to our Saviour to ask ‘‘who art thou?” He said, “go 
and shew John the things you see and hear. The blind receive their sight, 
the deaf hear, the lepers are cleansed, the lame walk, the dead are raised, 
and the poor have the Gospel preached to them.’ It has been well said 
that ‘‘the Church is.the preacher’s force, not his field.”?, The question is, what 
foree have our Church organizations in the communities where they belong? 

Do they stand for God and righteousness? Do they help toinspire the peo- 
ple with faith, hope and love? Are they so organized around Christ as a 
living Saviour that they are continually showing forth His life and light 
to all the world ?

Our work in Brooke County shows more signs of encouragement than 
usual, but itis not what it ought to be. We are largely indebted to the 
clergy in Steubenville for their continued and faithful service, but I have 
from time to time intimations that we must not expect this indefinitely. 
With two church buildings, one in a prosperous country neighborhood, 
well located, commanding always a full congregation, and having 52 com- 
municants, and the other in a prosperous town of about 8000 population 
and having 51 communicants, it would seem that we ought to consolidate 
the interests of the two and be practically independent of outside aid. I 
earnestly hope that the effort to secure a Rectory at Wellsburg will meet 
with great success, and so tend to put our church work in Brooke Co., on a 
more satisfactory basis.

Dur- 
ing the week ending Sunday the 17th, I had the pleasure of attending some 
of the sessions of the Annual Convention of the Y. M. C. A., for the State 
of Deleware, Maryland, West Virginia and the District of Columbia. I 
met many eamest Christian men of our own and other communions, and 
was much gratified by their spirit and devotion. This Association seems 
to furnish a field, especially in our smaller towns, for the cordial coopera- 
tion of our young men in caring for each other, and in setting up some 
counter attractions as against those which so often have a monopoly ip min- 
istering to the homeless in our commiunities. There is no need for any an- 
tagonism between the Association and the Church, to which our allegiance 
is first due, and indced during the sessions, the primacy of the Church was 
time and again distinctly avowed and maintained. Let us pray God that 
wisdom may be granted to this great and growing Association, that it may 
prove a real bond of union for work and mutual edification among such as 
profess and call themselves Christians, and also help many who seem as 
yet to be outside all Church influence and association. 

Monday 18th—I attempted to get to Charleston to-day to attend a meet- 
ing of the coal operators of the Kanawha Valley, in the interest of the 
Sheltering Arms, but unlooked for delays on the cars made me lose the 
connection. As will appear from what is elsewhere said, we are encour- 
aged in our work at this important institution. 
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I wassuminoned to Richmond to-day, by the extreme illness of my father, 
and was there in attendance upon him for nearly two months. 

During this time I preached in St. James’ Church on Sunday 24th. I 
also attended a funeral in the same church on Tuesday the 26th, and on 
Sunday the 31st, I presided at a missionery meeting under the auspices of 
the Richmond City Missionary Society. Addresses were made by the Rev. L. 
L. Kinsolving, one of our missionaries in Brazil, and also by the Rev. Wm. 
A. Newbald, the general agent of the American Church Missionary Society, 
under whose auspices the work in Brazil is conducted. There is large en- 
couragement for our efforts in that neglected, but promising field. I trust 
that our congregations can find some opportunity during the year to con- 
tribute to the work. This mission was practically started by a young man 
from the city of Martinsburg, who while a student at the seminary was 
moved to offer himseif for this field. When, in the providence of God, he 
was prevented from fulfilling his desire, others came forward to take his 
place, and so the mission became established. Jet us pray for every effort 
to make God’s ways known upon earth, his saving health among all na- 
tions, and let not us who are so richly blest begrudge our men or our means 
for God’s work, wherever it may be.

THE SHELTERING ARMS. 

During the past year important additions and improvements have been 
made at the hospital, increasing our capacity to about thirty, and giving us 
also much needed accommodations for our staff of workers. The cost of 
maintenance, about $2,400, was made up by contributions from our own 
churches, from friends of the work outside the Diocese, from the operators, 
and from the miners themselves, who we have every reason to believe are 
growing in appreciation of our work. The number of patients cared for 
during the year was forty-four (44). The total number eared for since the 
hospital was opened has been one hundred and one (101). We still desire 
the kind and generous remembranee of our hospital, which is usually ac- 
corded on Thanksgiving Day, knowing no work upon which our people 
throughout the State ought to unite on, more cordially than on this work 
of mercy, which has been undertaken, and is now being carried on for 
Christ’s sake. There are now in the hospital thirteen (13) patients, eight 
(8) white, and five (5) colored. 
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CLERICAL CHANGES. 

We have suffered unusually from clerical changes in the past two or 
three years, and a reference to the reports of other Dioceses shows that we 
are not singular in this respect. In regard to our supply of churches, we 
have in West Virginia, peculiar difficulties; the churches are small, the 
salaries meagre, and the clergy often compelled to be more or less circuit 
riders. No one cause, however, is sufficient to account for the difficulties 
we experience in the matter of clerical supply and maintenance. Follow- 
ing the line of a report recently made in one of our Dioceses on the subject, 
we might say that perhaps the clergy are not always judicious in adapting 
themselves to the varying conditions of churches and people, or, it may be 
that in some cases they have not the capacity wisely and efficiently to con- 
duet the work and services of the Chureh in the face of the real difficulties 
and discouragements they meet. Or, it may be, on the other hand, that 
the churches have unreasonable expectations, of what amount of intellect- 
ual, social and physical excellence they can secure at a small figure, and 
retain, notwithstanding, all discouragements and discomforts; or, it may 
be, that the proper church officers fail to administer their finances upon 
any reasonable business principles; or, it may be, that from various causes 
there is on the part of the people generally, lack of sympathy and co-op- 
eration with their minister. 

This is too large a subject for full discussion here. I mention it, however, 
to try and give additional emphasis to what I have time and again else- 
where insisted upon as important for the progress of our work in all diree- 
tions. I mean the liberation of our offertory on occasions of public wor- 
ship from the burden of ordinary expenses. 

Iam free to grant that “the gathering of offerings during the time of 
divine service” is distinctly recognized by our canons as one of the means 
at the disposal of the Vestry for meeting their expenses. But the Canon 
also specifies other methods, such as “the procurement and collection of 
subscriptions, or of pew rents,’”’? or the gathering of offerings “in such 
manner as may seem best adapted to the circumstances by committee or 
otherwise.”’ I want to plead with our vestries and church officers generally, 
to learn to depend less upon the offertory, and faithfully to try some of the 
other ways and means that may suggest themselves to their business ex- 
perience, as suitable to meet their usual expenses. And Iam led to do this, 
because I believe that as a rule, the vestryman or church official does noth- 
ing in this direction ¢@. e., beyond paying his own subscription and agree- 
ing to the offering in church, does not charge himself with any further re- 
sponsibility. 

Is there not a great deal of latent power in the three hundred and fifty 
vestrymen and church officers of one kind or another that we have in the 
Diocese, and if they would persistently and patiently give their personal 
service in the “procurement and collection of subscriptions” (to use the 
words of the Canon) would we not be able with vastly greater ease and effi- 
ciency to carry on the general work of the Diocese and of the church for 
which work, we certainly have our full measure of responsibility. 
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IT do not think I ask impossible or unreasonable things. But having in 
mind the needs of the Diocese and the Church at large, I want to secure 
such co-operation on the part of clergy and people, as saall best meet such 
obligations ; and I want our congregations to avoid such dependence upon 
the offertory for expenses (even though it be a canonical method) as prac- 
tically to cripple if not destroy that agency as an available power for any 
outside work. It really seems to me that when the eight or ten or twelve 
vestrymen have access to the various members of the congregation during 
six days of the week, in their houses and places of business, that they 
ought to try during those days more fully to meet the usual business re- 
quirements of the Church, and leave, if not all, yet more of the occasions 
of publie svorship as opportunities when the congregations may make 
offerings for Missions and Charitable and Benevolent objects. There is 
need for a wise discretion in making and carrying out such plans, but is it 
too much to expect? May we not hope that the officers of our Churches, 
having in view not simply the easy administration of their duties, and the 
adoption of such plans as will call for the least personal service on their 
part, but rather the general advancement of the kingdom will cordially co- 
operate towards this end, along the lines proposed ? 

We shall then have fur less trouble about the maintenance and exten- 
sion of our missions, and about the support of other Church work, which 
now sometimes languishes either because of the energies and resourees of 
our congregations are too much absorbed in their own support, or perhaps 
not really called out todo what they are ready and would be glad to do, 
under wise and courageous leadership. 

The report of the Diocesan Missions’ Committee will bring this whole 
subject of our home work before the Council, and I trust it will receive the 
attention the great importance of the matter deserves. To direct and stim- 
ulate and enlarge this work is really the chief thing which, as a Diocese, 
we have todo. Other things may be expedient and important—this is 
necessary and vital—and it must be done in conformity to the special con- 
ditions under which we find ourselves. While larger and stronger Dio- 
ceses are looking to having assistants and evangelists, and also to dividing 
up their territory with two or more jurisdictions, in order to push forward 
this very work, we must find other methods by which we may gain the 
same result. In a Diocese like ours, so large in territory and so small in 
numbers, and having its constituency so widely scattered in so many dif- 
ferent places, the Bishop needs special help from the clergy within the 
bounds of their several charges, and also as organized into convoeations, 
No one feels more than himself the great difficulty of supervising and cul- 
tivating effectively this extensive and growing field. When I came to the 
newly organized Diocese in 1878, a member of the standing committee gave 
me alist of twenty-seven places which he thought it expedient for me to 
visit. Last year I reported to the Couneil that I had visited one hundred 
and forty places, and although it does not seem necessary to reach this en- 
tire number every year, yet it does seem to be important if we are going to 
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keep pace with our growing work, that the Bishop should reach at least one 
hundred places each year. I have now on file applications for visits from 
several points which I have never yet reached, and with building of 
new railroads throughout the State, we may expect such applications to 
inerease. In the little towns that are springing up along the our new lines 
of road, small bands of our church people are gathering, and they look to 
us for recognition and for help. To care for them is surely one of the 
chief things we have to do. To this end it is very important that our 
clergy utilize their parochial machinery in such a way as to make each es- 
tablished Church, as far as may be, a centre of influence and work, by en- 
couraging the formation of Sunday Schools and Missions, and it is also 
important that the Convocations make the most of their opportunities to 
push forward and maintain the services and the influence of our church, 
and reach with their fostering care all our scattered members. When the 
existing Parishes and the Convocations thus do their utmost it will be vastly 
easier for the Diocesan Committee to give an unwonted impetus to the 
work throughout the whole State. 

- I consider the whole Diocese in such wise apportioned out among the 
clergy, that every charge is limited only by the well defined boundaries of 
those that are contiguous ;—there is for us no undiscovered country, no ter- 
ritory unclaimed for Christ and the Church. If a more formal apportion- 
ment be considered necessary, [am ready to apportion out from time to 
time the purely missionary territory, and make such official assignment of 
it as wil) make it appear on the Journal what is the exact responsibility of 
each one among us. Ido not believe that the Brethren will shrink from 
such responsibilities, even though they be not as definite as we could desire, 
but that they will recognize that it is only by the adoption of some such 
method that the Church can continually reach and touch with the hand of 
authority and of care, even her most distant members. And I am very 
sure that the clergy, who have such responsibilities will find that the Bish- 
op and the Missions Cominittee, will always be ready heartily to co-operate 
with them, in such responsible efforts as their experience may suggest, to 
present and to extend the church, and to preach the Gospel of our Saviour 
Shrist throughout the wide limits of the Diocese. 

EDUCATION. 

The question of what we would do in West Virginia for the education of 
our youth, under Church influences is one that has been constantly present 
to my mind, and has occasioned much anxious thought. Several essays 
have been made looking to such education for our girls, but so far without 
permanent success. My more particular attention has recently been di- 
rected to a similar effort in behalf of our boys and young men, and there 
seems to be no insurmountable obstacle in the way of its accomplishment. 

We have an interest in the High School near Alexandria, and some of 
our West Virginia boys have availed themselves, and no doubt will con- 
tinue to avail themselves of the many advantages furnished by that most 
excellent Institution. But under any circumstances this number will al- 
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ways be small as compared with the many who need such training; the 
distance and the expense both will tend to confine the benefit of this school 
to a comparatively few. 

Under these circumstances I have entered upon the enterprise of found- 
ing at Morgantown, the site of our State University, such an Institution as 
would accomplish the religious ends we have in view, while at the same 
time utilizing without cost to ourselves the common provision the State 
makes for the intellectual training of her youth. The idea is to have in 
Morgantown a Hall, which shall be a Home for students, in which they 
shall live under greater safe-guards than are now altogether possible, and 
also come under such religious influences as their parents would prefer, 
while at the same time freely enjoying the superior educational advantages 
the State affords. In this way the young men of our congregations who at- 
tend the State University, would have a religious home of their own choice, 
and come under the constant influence of their own Chureh; and they 
would also at the same time be coming into contact with the larger life of 
the Commonwealth in which they live, and be meeting from day to day 
from all parts of the State, young men of every religious hame, with many 
of whom they will be associated in after life. 

This whole question is one about which there is not sufficient considera- 
tion. I want to say a word or two on the subject to-day, and in doing so, 
shall freely avail myself of the contemporary discussion of the subject in 
our church papers. 

Some may say by way of objection to doing anything in, the direction 
indicated, that it isnot the business of the college to teach religion, or to be 
an ecclesiastical propaganda, that we send our sons to college for an educa- 
tion. But we must not fall into the error of supposing that an education is 
mental only. The ideal college cannot be considered merely as a place of 
instruction, a place for filling the mind by means of books and lectures. 
Mere learning is only intellectual lumber, unless it be shaped and inspir- 
ed by social and spiritual ideals; or at best, without these it becomes the 
mere instrument of a money getting, sordid and selfish life. 

The theory that religion is related to the family and the Church, and 
must be impressed upon each generation through these divinely appointed 
agencies, while for the school and the State, there is an entirely different 
range of duty and responsibility, is plausable and, with some qualification, 
true. But the school is not a Divine institution, as are the family, the 
Chureh and the State. The school is simply an expedient, to do what nat- 
urally belongs to the family to do. It is, or should be, really an extension 
of the family, a sort of co-operative family arrangement for securing better 
advantages of intellectual culture and discipline for the young than ean be 
provided in the separate homes. 

Where students live at home, there is very little that the school or col- 
lege needs to do, but to furnish the means for intellectual culture, and the 
matters for self improvement. 

Just here is where the mistake is made, and where theory fails. Students 
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do not, asa rule, live at home, after the completion of a very elementary 
course. ; 

Those who are preparing for college often go away to Boarding School, 
at an early age, and thence to College. They leave the family, and the 
school must take the place of the family, or the devine order of education 
is degraded to a human invention for mere instruction. Absent from the 
family, the student is absent from the Church, or, atleast, has little to lead 
and hold him in his religious life, unless the school itself supplies the lack, 
becomes in loco parentis, and provides for his social and religious welfare 
as well as for his intelectual training. 

We are not now discussing the relation of the Church to the day or to the 
publie school, but its relation to the schools, which are also, for the time, 
the homes of the boysand girls, of the young men and young women, who 
are separated from father, from mother and pastor. It is evident that 
such schools should be, as nearly as possible, all that the home should be. 
They take the place of home, and they must undertake to do all that de- 
volves upon parents to do for their children. Youth who are far from the 
shelter of the parental roofcan no more imbibe their religious principles 
from the family cirele, than they can from that source derive social culture. 
They have a right to look to the school for the entire round of human de- 
velopment, for manners and morals and religion, as well as for physi- 
‘al and mental training. 

These words which [have freely quoted set this subject before us with 
sufficient clearness ; the course I have indicated seems to be the most feas- 
ible and promising for us to pursue in West Virginia, if these really great 
interests are to be cared for. I trust we may be able to push it to a speedy 
completion. 

I place here upon record the communication I have addressed to the 
Regents of our University, bearing upon this matter: | 

“PARKERSBURG, W. VA., Jan. 28th, 1892. 
To the Regents of the University of West Virginia: 

I desire to establish at Morgantown, in connection with the Episcopal 
Church, (of which I have the supervision throughout the State), but under 
the sanction and with the co-operation of the Regents and faculty, a Hall 
or Boarding House, which shall furnish a home for those who may desire, 
in connection therewith, to avail themselves of the educational advantages 
of the University. 

The question has come to me, time and again, as to my duty in the mat- 
ter of helping in the education of the young men and boys of the Episco- 
pal Church, who are growing up, in some sense at least under my care. 
During the past ten or fifteen years there have been quite a number of 
these who have patronized some of our chureh schools and colleges in other 
States, e. g.: Gambier, O., Washington, Penn., Alexandria, Va., Louisville, 
Ky., &c. This has been because the institutions at these places furnished 
to parents and guardians, more of a Church home for their wards than 
seemed possible for them to have, under the present arrangements at Mor- 
gantown, 
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Of course, I know that it is perfectly competent for any Church to found 
its own high school and college, and some of them think it expedient to do 
30, but after having given some consideration to the subject, I have conclu- 
ded to throw my own influence, and to try to direct that of my people, on 
the side of the State University, which is the fitting crown and climax of 
our public school system. 

It is competent, also I know, for any one to put up a Boarding House at 
Morgantown, and secure what patronage they can, but I prefer to under- 
take the special work I have in hand under the sanction, and with the co- 
operation of the Regents and Faculty, in order that we may secure more 
readily the recognition and patronage of the public, and may for the in- 
ternal administration of the house enjoy the prestige and authority of the - 
University rules and regulations. ? 

The Hall or Boarding House proposed would furnish all needed accom- 
modations to the students, under greater safe-guards than perhaps now are 
possible in many cases, and also under such religious influences as their 
parents would prefer, and yet Jeave them entirely amenable to all general 
University rules, and also perfectly free to avail themselves of all the edu- 
‘ational advantages which the State affords. 

The internal administration of the Hall, and the general care of the stu- 
dents in their daily lives, hours of study, &c., would be in the hands of a 
warden, appointed by myself or by some other authority of the Episcopal 
Church, but acting in accordance with such general rules and regulations 
as would meet with the approval of the faculty, and would then be consid- 
ered by the student, as of University authority. 

The efforts would be to provide the best accommodation in all depart- 
ments and to make a safe and attractive home for all who would choose it 
as a residence. 

The gain of such co-operation as I thus seek from the University author- 
ities would be to me a more general recognition on the part of the public, 
and a more efficient internal administration of the Hall; and to the Uni- 
versity the more cordial interest and united patronage of no inconsidera- 
ble portion of our people throughout the State. 

While the Episcopal Church would undoubtedly be benefitted by having 
a religious home thus provided for its young men and boys, yet since the 
recognition and co-operation desired, on the part of the University could 
be granted by some general enactment in regard to all authorized Boarding 
Houses, there would be ho room for suspicion of favoritism. Nothing is 
asked for this enterprise, that might not, with great gain to the University, 
be given with a free hand to all alike. It would not indeed be unreasona- 
ble to cherish the hope that the example of the Episcopal Church in this 
matter, might stimulate other Churches to take similar steps, and result in 
a wide-spread revival of interest in the State University. 

While I have not the financial ability at this time to attempt to found a 
separate Episcopal College, I am free to say that neither have I the inclin- 
ation to do so. I would rather gather the young men of my Church, at 
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the State University, where, having, as is proposed, a religious home of 
their own choice, and coming under the continued influence of their own 
Church, they may yet come into contact with the larger life of the com- 
monwealth in which they live, and meet from day to day, from all parts 
of the State, the young men, of every religious name, with many of whom 
they will be associated in after life; this better comes up to my idea of real 
University education. 

T make known this plan to the Regents as a first step, as I would like to 
have the encouragement of their approval before I undertake to raise the 
money needed for the enterprise. I commend the scheme to their favora- 
ble consideration, and if any objections are made, I would be glad to an- 
swer them as far as I can, or to give any additional information that may 
be needed.

T was glad to see in one of the Parochial Reports sent to me this year, that 
more than 50 services of various kinds, had been conducted by the laymen 
belonging to the Parish. Thus the problem of lay co-operation can be solv- 
ed when our clergy use their services as occasion offers. It would be well 
if we spent more time in finding out and training such helpers. Perhaps 
every man could in this way, almost double his own activity and useful- 
ness, for there must often be work that needs to be done, and could be done 
by such agencies which now must go undone because it is simaply impossi- 
ble for the minister to multiply his personal activity so as to compass it. 
It takes a long time to train an army for the field, but the time so spent is 
not counted lost, and so the time spent in finding and training even a very 
small band of helpers who could conduct Sundey Schools, visit sick people, 
hold evangelistic services and do such like work under the direction and 
with the help of their Rectors would be time well spent, and yield’ a rich 
return. And it may be that if such helpers were chosen and trained, that 
from time to time some of them would be found who would come forward 
and serve the Chureh as Deacons while still retaining the calling from 
which they drew their chief, ifnot their exclusive support. One of our Bish- 
ops, in an ordination sermon recently preached, has called attention to the 
importance of the practical revival of such an office in the Church of to-day. 
He reminds us of the difficulties in the way of Church growth especially in 
mission fields, if every minister has to demand first, as a condition of labor 
that he shall be adequately supported. There can be no doubt that the 
great destitution of laborers is due in large measure to the slender support 
such laborers receive. And we would not attempt to remove the apostolic 
rule that they who preach the Gospel should live of the Gospel. But we do 
contend that they who are ordained to minister the Word and Sacraments 
to the people ought to have more help than they do from the godly men in 
the churches,—the godly men who are supporting themselves in var- 
ious kinds of business. | 

If such men could be under the obligations of ordination to the Deaconate 
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they could with, the greater efficiency notonly Keep up Services in vacant 
Churches but extend those Services where now they are almost unknown. 
Around our stronger centres of church work there might be grouped many 
stations which could thus be served under the superintending care of the 
Rector, and so the church could be reaching out her hands more effectually 
to gather into her fold and care for the lost and scattered sheep. 

In this, asin all our work, not only zeal but alertness and watchfulness are 
needed. To do what our hands find to do is not simply to do what is ac- 
tually forced upon us by the usual conditions of our pastoral relations, but 
to seek out and find the opportunities that are waiting to be claimed and 
turned to good account, all around us, and every day. 

I feelevery year when I look upon the faces of the Brethren who are as- 
sembled in Council, that their coming together has been at great personal 
cost and sacrifice, and I would take as an indication, small though it be, of 
a deep and abiding interest in our common work. I believe I can truth- 
fully say that there is an unusual demand made upon our clergy and peo- 
ple everywhere throughout the Diocese, owing to the smallness of our 
numbers and the scattered nature of our work. Let these unusual de- 
mands upon us cause us to turn more constantly towards the true source of 
our strength. 

As it is the Lord’s work we are engaged in, let us wait continually upon 
Him, and while we make use of every proper human instrumentality and 
stir up ourselves and incite our people to do earnestly what our hands find 
to do in this field where the Lord hath placed us, lest the Church or any 
member of the same should take any hurt by reason of our negligence or 
indiscretion, still let us ever commit ourselves and our work to God, and 
remember always, and especially during these expectation days, that the 
kingdom is to come, not by might nor by power, but by the spirit of the 
Lord.

The Rev. J. Brittingham submitted the following report on 
Sunday Schools, which was ordered to be printed : 
REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Committee on Sunday Schools regrets its inability to make as full a 
report as ought to be presented on such an oceasion as the present. Com- 
ing as it does on the first evening of the Council it is necessarily unsatisfac- 
tory and must continue so to be from year to year, unless a better plan is 
devised than that which now exists. <A perfectly accurate statement as to 
the growth of the Sunday Schools in this Diocese cannot be secured, unless 
we have more time for an examination of the Parochial Reports. If Thurs- 
day or Friday evening were devoted to the consideration of the Sunday 
School work this difficulty could be avoided and a more thorough state- 
ment could be made as to the numerical and financial increase in this most 
important department of Church work. 

A hurried investigation, however, shows a very encouraging state of 
things. There is an evident sign of growth all along the line. The ability to 
do what we have a mind to do has been encouragingly exemplified by the 
ready response of some of the Sunday Schools to the Bishop’s request that 
the Advent offerings be devoted to Diocesian Missions. 
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There are in this Diocese about 48 Sunday Schools; 29 responded and 
gave to Diocesan Missions $202.48. If every school had responded, there 
would have been raised at least $400. Even as it was, your committee re- 
gards this effort as a marked success, and we are emboldened to follow up 
to some degree other suggestions made by our Bishop in an issue of the 
Church News last winter. If the Sunday Schools cannot do all he requests 
namely, devote all their offerings to outside objects, they certainly are able 
to do at least this much : 

Ist. Let all the Advent offerings go to Diocesan Missions. 

2nd. Devote all the Lenten Offerings to Domestic and Foreign Mis- 
sions. 

3rd. Set apart one Sunday a month to other Diocesan objects. 

By this arrangement 19 Sundays would be given to outside objects, and 383 
Sundays to self support. The advtanages of these suggestions are appar- 
ent. 

I. In the first place, if carried out, they would afford splendid opportuni- 
ties to interest and instruct the children in general Chureh work. They 
need this educational help as do the children of a larger growth. But how 
can they get it, unless we adopt some practical and systematic method to 
secure it? Neither children nor grown people will give largely, or possibly 
atall, to what they do not understand, or very rarely hear spoken about. 
Your committee would strongly urge the Rectors and Superintendents to 
adopt these suggestions and so put our children in touch with the practical 
efforts of the Church. 

II; Another advantage that would be secured from such an admirable 
plan as this would be the opportunity to teach the children that they come 
together to give as well as get, and that it is far more, blessed to do the for- 
mer than the latter. This is a precept which needs to be constantly im- 
pressed upon usall, and we certainly cannot begin it too early. It were bet- 
ter that there were no Sunday Schools, if the children are taught selfishness, 
and surely we are doing just this very thing so long as we allow them to 
consume all their offerings upon themselves. Charity should begin at 
home, but it ought not stay at home. Like the light of the sun it shines 
not alone upon the worlds nearest to it, but upon all which revolve around it 
in ceaseless harmony,—it teaches us the important lesson that the law of 
the Christian life is usefulness. Let the children of our Sunday Schools be 
taught this lesson, and when they become men and women, they will take 
their places in our Churches as valuable helpers and workers in the vine- 
yard of our Father.

The Committee on Metes and Bounds of Parishes appointed 
at the last Council submitted the following report. The report 
was received and the recommendations adopted. The Committee

To the Fifteenth Annual Council of the Diocese of West Virginia, assem- 

bled at Martinsburg, 1st June, 1892: 

The undersigned appointed by the Fourteenth Council of this Diocese at 
Parkersburg in June, 1891, a committee to consider the question of Metes 
and Bounds of Parishes, with the view of organizing the Diocese on definite 
Parochial lines, respectfully report as follows : 

Your Committee entered upon the work assigned them, endeavoring to 
get such information as would enable them to make a satisfactory report ; 
but soon found they would not be able to do so for the present Council. 

They were surprised, after examining the Digest of the Journal of the 
Councils of. the Diocese of Virginia and the Journals of this Diocese, 
to find how little accurate information of the formation of Parishes 
and their boundaries seems to have been preserved. In their in- 
vestigations they have come across some interesting facts about the early 
history of the Church and Parishes in the portion of the State of Virginia, 
now composing this Diocese, which it seems well to them to give to the 
Council, not as of any practical information or use for the matter now un- 
der consideration ; but as a good starting point forsome future committee 
to work from until the matter can be brought down as a continuous whole 
to the present, with the possibility that a continuous and Oe ae record 
may in the end be obtained. 


Se) 
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On the 10th March, 1655, the Grand Assembly of Virginia directed that 
all counties not yet laid out into Parishes, should be divided into Parishes 
the next County Court after publication of the Act. 1 Hen. 399 and 478. 

In 1660-61, it was enacted that Counties and Parishes should be limited 
within certain natural bounds and precincts, in two years thereafter, by 
consent of the inhabitants or judgment of the greater Courts. When 
natural boundaries were wanting they were to be limited by marked trees, 
to be renewed every two years in Easter week. 2 Hen. 18. 

Parishes could thus be laid off by the consent of the inhabitants, but 
there seems to have been no provision for preserving the records of the 
boundaries. 

Up to this time, and for some seventy odd years longer, there seems to 
have been no Parish in any portion of what now constitutes this Diocese. 
For St. George’s Parish, which was co-extensive with Spottsylvania 
County, terminated at the river beyond the high mountains on the North- 
west side thereof, and down same until against the head of Rappahannock. 
St. Mark’s, which was taken from St. George’s, terminated at the western 
boundary of St. George’s. 

Although Orange County was formed in 1784, from Spottsylvania, and 
was bounded on the North by the Grant of Lord Fairfax, and westerly to 
the utmost limits of Virginia, yet the limit of the Churech’s jurisdiction 
was the river beyond the high mountains, the Shenandoah, and not till 
1788 do we find any Church organization in any portion of the present 
Diocese of W. Va. In Nov., 1738, the two Counties and Parishes of Fred- 
erick and Augusta were formed. 

Frederick County and Parish, was composed of all the land beyond the 
top of the Blue Ridge, and to the North East of a line from head Spring of 
Hedgman river to the head Spring of the ‘‘Potowmack” River. 5 Hen. 78. 

Augusta County and Parish was composed of all the rest of said land,be- 
yond the top of the Blue Ridge, Northerly, Westerly and Southerly beyond 
the mountains to the limits of Virginia. 5 Hen. 78, 

In 1753 all that part of the County and Parish of Augusta within the 
boundsof Lord Faifax grant called the Northern Neck, was added to the 
County and Jarish of Frederick. 

And Frederick Co., as thus added to was divided after Ist May, 1754. All 
that portion lying to the Westward of ridge of mountains called the Great 
North, or Cape Capon mountains and the Warm Spring mountains to ‘Po- 
towmack”’ River to be //ampshire Co. 

Hampshire Parish, \st May, 1756. Frederick Parish was divided into Fred- 
erick and Hampshire, Parishes to correspond with the Counties. 6 Hen. 
376, 

Hampshire Parish seems to have been unusually delayed in being organ- 
ized, for in 1761, we find an act, providing for an election of a vestry recit- 
ing that the election ordered for Ist July 1756 was prevented by an invasion 
of the French and Indians, and again in 1762 an act reciting that the elec- 
tion held under the last act was illegal, dissolving the vestry and ordering 
a hew election. 
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Botetourt County and Parish. In 1769, Augusta County and Parish was 
divided into two counties and parishes. The Southern portion being Bote- 
tourt Co. and Parish, and the Northern portion remaining Augusta Co. 
and Parish. Hovtourt evidently comprised a large part of the southern 
and middle portions of this Diocese. 8 Hen. 395. 

Fincastle County. In 1772, Botetourt County was divided, and Fincastle 
Co. formed. The southern portion of the present Diocese of W. Va., which 
had been in the southern part of Botetourt fallingin Fineastle. But in this 
act nothing was said of the division of the Parish. So Botetourt pase! 
still extended over Fincastle County. 8 Hen. 600. 

Norbourne Parish. In 1769, Frederick Parish was divided into three Par- 
ishes, Frederick, Norbourne and Beckford. 8 Hen. 425 

All of that part of this Diocese which was in the original Parish of Fred- 
erick fell at this division in Norbourne Parish, the southern line of which 
was a line from the top of the Blue Ridge, running seven miles north-east 
of Winchester to line of Hampshire County. 

In 1772 Berkeley County was formed from Frederick Co. but the divid- 
ing line from the Blue Ridge to Hampshire Co. ran 13 miles farther north 
than theline of Norbourne Parish asabove, and by the same act Norbourne 

-arish was made to conform to Berkeley Co. 8 Hen. 597. 

Augusta County and District of West Augusta. In 1776 the boundaries of 
the District of West Augusta were asccrtained—it being that portion of the 
County of Augustalying north and west of a line beginning on the Allegha- 
ney mountains between the heads of the Potowmack, Cheat and Greenbrier 
Rivers; thence along the ridge between Cheat, G roenbriey , and by Tygart’s 
Valley Rivers to Monongahela River, up same and west fork thereof to 
Bingemen’s Creek, up creek to head ; thence direct to head of Middle Island 
Creek, and thence to Ohio River—the residue of the old County of Augusta 
to the line of Botetourt County remain the County of Augusta. 

The District of West Augusta was at this time divided into the three 
counties of Ohio, Yohogania and Monongalia. But nothing said in this act 
about Pari sheeeseo the old Parish of Augusta still extended over all this ter- 
ritory.. :“9i Hens: 262: 

Montgomery County and Parish. In 1776 Fincastle was divided into three 
counties, Kentucky, Washington and Montgomery —and the Parish of Bo- 
tetourt was divided into four Parishes to correspond with the counties of 
Botetourt, Montgomery, Washington and Kentucky. 9 Hen. 257-261. 

Itis thought by your committee that all that portion of this Diocese 
which was in Fincastle fell at this division in Montgomery and was 
thus in Montgomery Parish, but a small portion of the extreme southern 
part may have been in acineien County and Ps arpa: have not had 
opportunity to investigate this. 

In Acts 1777, by act to take effect Ist March next, part of Augusta County 
_ and Parish were added to Hampshire County and Parish, but the Parish 
still conformed to the county. 

Greenbrier County and Parish, In Greenbrier County and Parish form- 
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ed out of Botetourt and Montgomery Counties and Parishes — boun- 
ded in the main as follows: Beginning on the ridge between the eas- 
tern and western waters (Alleghaney mountains) where lines between Au- 
gusta and Botetourt crosses same; thence N. 55 W. to the Ohio River; be- 
ginning again at same point of beginning; thence along top of ridge pass- 
ing Sweet Springs to Peters Mountain ; thence along same to Montgomery 
Co. line; thence along same mountain to ‘/tanhawa”’ on New River and 
down same to Ohio. 9 Hen. 420. The northern line supposed to join Ohio 
Co. 

Hardy County and Parish. In 1790 Hardy County and Parish were form- 
ed from Hampshire County and Parish—Parishes to correspond with the 
counties. 13 Hen. 189. 

Harrison County. Tn 1784 Harrison County was formed from Mononga- 
lia; but nothing said of Parish. 

Here closes the first part of the history of Parishes in this Diocese; for 
it seems that no other Parishes were formed by the legislature; and 
soon after this, to-wit, on the 24th January 1799, the legislature repealed all 
laws relating to the “late Protestant Episcopal Church.’ 

At this time therefore the territory now included in this Diocese was 
covered by and embraced in the following Parishes. 

Ist. Augusta Purish—Covering all the territory of Ohio, Monongalia and 
Harrison counties and any portion of Yohogania, if any, which might be 
in the present State of W. Va. 

This was by virtue of the formation of the old Parish of Augusta; but 
your committee is of opinion that in fact there was no Parish organization 
in any portion of this territory, and practically there was no Parish therein. 

2nd. Hampshire Parish—Co-extensive with the then Hampshire county. 

38rd. Norbourne Parish—Co-extensive with the then Berkeley county. 

4th. Montgomery Parish—Co-extensive with the then Montgomery county. 

5th. Greenbrier Parish—Co-extensive with the then Greenbrier county. 

6th Hardy Parish—Co-extensive with the then Hardy county. With 
possibly a small portion of the southern part of the present Diocese cover- 
ed by Washington Parish, and a small portion of the western portion cov- 
ered by the old Botetourt Parish, but we have not looked into this thor- 
oughly. 

The Church and State having thus parted, we have to look to the pro- 
ecedings of the Chureh as to future Changes in the Parishes, and we find 
the information very meagre as to the early action of the Church in these 
matters. 

From the Digest of Councils of the Diocese of Virginia, we find the fol- 
lowing regarding Parishes in the present Diocese of West Virginia. 

Parishes in Wood and Jackson counties were admitted in 1846. No 
boundaries given, but probably the same as those of the counties. 

Trinity Church, Martinsburg, was admitted in 1848; no mention of any 
alteration in the parish, it being Norbourne Parish. 

Trinity Parish, in Marshall county, S¢é. Pauls Parish in Putnam county 
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were admitted in 1850, no boundaries mentioned; but probably same as 
those of the counties. 

St. Matthew's Church, Wheeling, we find from Bishop Meade, old 
Churches, &c., of Va., was organized in 1819, but there is no record of its 
admission as a Parish. 

He says that St. John’s Parish, Wheeling, was organized in 1849, and 
braced all south of Wheeling creek; previous to that, St. Matthews em- 
braced all of Wheeling. 

Your committee thinks probably the two Parishes embraced all of Ohio 
county. St. John’s Church of Wheeling was admitted in 1850, according 
to the Digest above. 

Wetzel Parish—In Wetzel county, admitted in 1851. No. boundaries, but 
probably the whole county. 

St. John’s Parish, Pleasants county, Ravenswood Parish, Jackson county, 
were admitted in 1852, no boundaries given; St. John’s was possibly co-ex- 
tensive with Pleasants county. 

Ravenswoon Parish was evidently taken from Jackson Parish above; but 
no division line is given. 

Pt. Pleasant Parish—Mason county, admitted in 1868. No boundaries 
given but probably those of the county. 

Trinity Church—UHuntington, admitted in 1870. No mention of Parish. 

All Saints Parish—Monroe county, admitted in 1871. No mention of 
boundaries, probably same as county. 

In 1871 a petition was granted for the division of Trinity Parish, Wood 
county, (probably the Parish mentioned above as formed in Wood county, 
1846 ;) but no boundaries are given. . 

In 1872, said Trinity Parish was divided, the new Parish being called 
Emmanuel Parish. No division line given. 

Grace Church—Pocahontas county, admitted in 1874. Nothing said of 
Parish. Madison Parish is‘in Pocahontas,but we have no data of its forma- 
tion or boundaries, probably co-extensive with the county. 

Trinity Parish—Monongalia county, Mmmanuel Parish, Hardy county, 
admitted in 1876. No boundaries given. 

Trinity was probably co-extensive with Monongalia county. 

Emmanuel was evidently taken from the old Parish of Hardy, but no 
division line given. 

This closes the second period of the history of the Parishes in this Dio- 
cese and brings us to the formation of the Diocese of West Virginia. 

The foregoing list we know is very incomplete, but it is all we have been 
able to find from any record as yet, although we know there are many old 
Parishes still in existence not mentioned therein, because, as yet we have 
not been so fortunate to find record concerning them. 

This brings us to the present, and until we have a report from the Rec- 
tors of the present Parishes or their Vestry’s, we are unable to proceed. 

We recommend that the aforesaid authorities, do furnish the informa- 
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tion necessary to make a complete report, which can be done by the next 
Council. 

We want now, the boundaries of the present Parishes.

The Rev. 8. 8. Moore submitted this report of the Executive 
Committee of the Diocesan Missionary Society. The recom- 
mendations were adopted : | 

Report of the Executive Committee of the Diocesan Mission- 
ary Society. 

Your Committee respectfully submits herewith its report of the condi- 
tion of the Missionary work of the Diocese. 

During the past year $2,428.82, including the Advent offerings of the Sun- 
day Schools, have been received in aid of this work. We began the year 
with only $148.20 in the Treasury, as is shown by the Treasurer’s report. 
Thus we have had for the work of Diocesan Missions from Diocesan sources 
$2,572.02. In addition there have been received from the American 
Chureh Missionary Society, $700, and from the Board of Missions, $900, 
making a total of $4,172.02. Of this amount $3,233.65 have been expended 
during the year, leaving a balance now in the Treasury of the Diocese of 
$938.37, of which the greater portion will be needed to meet the stipends 
due July Ist. 

Seventeen Missionaries have been aided during the year, viz: the Revs: 
W. H. Burkhart, C. M. Campbell, W. B. Everett, Jno. T. Foster, G. A: 
Gibbons, W. T. Leavell, N. F. Marshall, Jno. McGill, Jno. Moncure, G. P. 
Sommerville, J. R. Taylor, H. Thomas, B. B. Tyler, Peter Wager, C. D. 
Williams, A. J. Willis and J. F. Woods. Of these, three have left the 
Diocese within the year and two are still, as they have been, resident with- 
out, but engaged in certain work within its limits. One Parish—Nelson, 
Jefferson County—has withdrawn its application for aid. The remaining 
twelve are still resident and working for your society within the Diocese, 
and three names are to be added to our list, viz: the Revs P. D. Thompson 
and G. W. Easter and D. F. Forrest, D. D. 

We have, therefore, two missionaries, who reside without the Diocese, 
and fourteen resident within it, upon our lists to be aided during the next 
year, making sixteen in all. 

The amounts of the several stipends paid to these missionaries will ap- 
pear in the Treasurer’s report. It scarcely seems necessary, therefore, to 
present any tabulated statement. 

We may say, however, that the following points have received aid from 
the Diocesan Missionary Fund to the extent mentioned, viz:

The following changes have taken place in the Missionary field during 
the year: The Rev. John McGill has left Wickliffe Parish for Virginia, and 
has been succeeded by the Rey. P. D. Thompson; the Rev. Jno. Moncure 
has left Union for Penna., and has been succeeded by the Rev. G. W. EHas- 
ter; The Rey. G. P. Sommerville has removed from Hinton to St. Mary’s, 
taking charge of several points along the Ohio river, and has been succeed- 
ed in his former charge by the Rev. Peter Wager; the Rev. C. M. Campbell 
has removed from St. Albans to Ravenswood and has taken charge of 
Grace Church in that place, of St. John’s, Ripley, and of Whittle Mission, 
leaving his former charge vacant; the Rev. N. F. Marshall has removed 
from Huntington to Southern Ohio, leaving Trinity Chureh, Huntington 
vacant. 

The Rev. Douglas F. Forrest, D. D., has taken charge of Christ Chureh, 
Clarksburg, and the Rev. Robt. U. Brooking, of Christ Church, Point 
Pleasant. : 

We beg specially to note that Nelson Parish, Jefferson County, Trinity 
Chureh, Huntington, and St. Philip’s Mission in Zion Parish, Jefferson 
County, have withdrawn their applications for aid to your society. 

The number of confirmations in the Mission field during the past year 
has been 116 out of a total of 195 in the Diocese. Among evidences of 
growth in our work we note the following facts: The Church at St. Albans 
has been repaired, and that at Leroy, Jackson County, is nearly completed. 
The rectories at St. Albans and at Romney have been repaired and put in 
good condition. Preparations are being made to build churches at the fol- 
lowing places, viz: Bramwell, Kenova, Williamstown, Elizabeth, Spruce 
Run, Mannington and Monongah. 

At some of these the building will be commenced in the near future. Ap- 
plications for services have been received from Spencer, Roane County, 
and from Arches, Wetzel County, two Points in the Diocese, which have 
not as yet been reached. At the latter a Sunday School has been organized 
and is now in operation. 

There are more men at work in the Diocese now than at any time in its 
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history, the number now amounting to twenty-five. Grace Church, 
Ravenswood, has now, after a vacaney covering many years, once more a 
resident Rector. Several of the Churches have largely increased their con- 
tributions to the support of the Parish—notably those at Huntington, Point 
Pleasant and Clarksburg. 

At the last named place a handsome rectory has been purchased anda 
considerable payment made upon it. The Chureh at Morgantown has se- 
cured pledges fora larger sum than it has ever paid to a Rector, and is mak- 
ing efforts to secure one to reside there and render regular and more fre- 
quent service. There are outlying missions, which give promise of results, 
in some cases, very gratifying at Wheeling, Charles Town, Shepherdstown, 
Charleston, Huntington, and Parkersburg. 

On a review of the whole work your committee feels that, while visible 
results may not be as large as we and our fellow-laborers could desire, yet 
we have abundant cause to thank God and take courage and to press for- 
ward in our work with the assured trust that the Lord of the harvest will 
richly bless the faithful service of the laborers in the harvest. 

It is proper to note the fact that in addition to the contributions made 
through the treasurer of your society, the Churches in the Valley of Vir- 
ginia have contributed to Convocational Missions, as follows: ;

All of which has been expended within the bounds of the Diocese and is, 
therefore, to be regarded as supplemental to the work of your society. 

A portion of your committee was appointed at the last Council a special 
committee to consider and recommend measures for the increase of the 
fund for the Diocesan Missionary work. The matter has been considered 
by those members of the committee and they would recommend as one 
step toward this end, that the Sunday Schools of the Diocese be earnestly 
urged to devote their Advent offerings to this object, and the remaining 
members of this special committee, exclusive of the chairman, desire re- 
spectfully to request the Bishop of the Diocese to consider the propriety of 
issuing each year, in advance of the Advent season, a letter to the child- 
ren of the Sunday Schools, asking their co-operation in this work.

The Committee on the proposed changes in the Prayer Book, respectfully 
reports : 

The proposed changes in the Book of Common Prayer are embodied in 
fifty two resolutions, An analysis of these resolutions shows that they 
may be divided into three classes, namely, (a) verbal or grammatical 
changes: (b) Changes involving the introduction of new matter; (¢) 
Changes involving omissions from the present text. 

The first and last of these classes of changes need but little consideration 
being of a character to commend themselves at once to the judgment 
of the Church. 

In the first class—verbal or grammatical changes, we place resolutions 1, 
2,13, 15, 17, 21, 22, 28, 25, 26, 27, 32, 88, 35, 38, 39. 40, 42; 43, 47, 48) bives2: 
We would cite Resolutions 1, 17, 22,52 as fair samples of the changes con- 
templated by these resolutions. 

In the third or last class—omissions from present text we place Resolu- 
tions 5, 18, 41, 44, 46, 49, 50. 

Among these resolutions, we would call attention to 18, which allows the 
Decalogue to be omitted, provided it be said once on each Sunday. Your 
Committee recommends that this resolution be not approved, as it may be 
construed as requiring the Decalogue to be read on each Sunday. 

The second class of changes, involving the introduction of new matter, 
includes resolutious 3, 4, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10,11, 12, 14, 16, 19, 20, 24, 28, 29, 30, 31, 
34, 36, 87, 45. 

‘Of these, resolutions 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 14, 16, 20, 30, 31, 34, 37, introduce 
new prayers or passages of scripture, and are in every respect appropriate 
and valuable additions. 

Resolution 3 introduces some versicles into the Order of Evening Prayer 
in the main copied from the English Prayer Book, and is commendable as 
giving the people opportunity to join their voices in the service. 

Resolution 4, introduces into the fourth deprecation of the Litany, the 
words, fire, flood, earthquake, calamities from which our land has suffered. 

Resolution 12 provides a Penitential service for Ash Wednesday, but 
which may also be used at other times; it is the largest and most im- 
portant addition, and deserves the consideration of the Council. Your 
Jommittee recommends its adoption. . 

Resolutions 24, 45, introduces the creeds into public Offices. We recom- 
mend that 24 be not approved, asit unduly lengthens the Baptismal office. 
45 is approved. 
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Resolution 28 provides for the reading of the Apostolic authority for Con- 
firmation in that Office, and is a wise addition to the Service. 

Resolution 29 brings the exhortation orthe opening of the marriage Office 
into conformity with the English Prayer Book, and is desirable as em- 
phasizing the sanctity of the marriage relation. 

Resolutions 36 and 39 are nnimportant. 

Your Committee is of opinion that the changes now set forth in the 
notification to the Dioceses, should be approved with the exceptions noted. 
They are with a few exceptions of slight importance; but they believe that 

‘the discussion of the matter, in the last few years has shown plainly, that 
the Church is not ready or willing to have any decided or radical changes 
made on her book of Offices, and they, therefore, reconmend that the 
delegates from this Diocese to the General Convention be requested to do 
what they ean to prevent further legislation upon the subject at this time.

Committee on the state of the Church respectfully report : 


That we view with great thankfulness the state of the Chureh in our Dio- 
cese at the present time, in every department of our field. There is a most 
gratifying advance and improvement, and the reports of the Parishes and 
Mission Stations, as well as those of the treasurers of the different funds 
show how active our clergy and liberal our people have been during the 
past year. 

We believe that this is no spasmodic effort, but rather the marks of the 
growth of our Church, and its increasing grasp upon the hearts and lives of 
the people of our State. 

There are other things Known to many of us which do not find their way 
into reports presented to this Council, except incidentally, which testify 
that our Church has a place and wields an influence vastly beyond its 
numerical strength. 

For all this we give glory to God, and pray that we may have grace to use 
our opportunity to further the best interests of the cause of Christ in the 
territory committed to our care. 

A matter germane to the educational interests of our Chureh has been re- 
ferred to by the Bishop in his plan for securing a boarding hall at Morgan- 
town. Thisseemsto your Committee a most desirable and excellent thing, 
and we hope that this Council will not adjourn without some definite ac- 
tion looking to securing the necessary funds to equip a building should the 
regents accord a favorable hearing to the Bishop’s letter. 

The present Council has been pleased to largely increase the privileges of 
lay representatives, and this has becn done with the expressed purpose of 
securing an increased attendance of the laity of our Chureh. Will this leg- 
islation suffice to secure the purpose? We hope it may, but we are dispos- 
ed to think that it would be well to go a little further in this matter, and to 
consider whether it would be possible to pay in whole or in part the travel- 
ing expenses of the lay delegates. This is found to be of advantage in other 
bodies. Why should not the Church try it? For all are agreed as to the 

value of bringing representative members of our widely scattered congrega- 
tions into contact with each other, and with the life of the Church as man- 
ifested at these annual gatherings. 

The Convocational system of our Diocese should also receive greater atten- 
tion. Most of our clergy have but the one opportunity in the year, of com- 
ing together to renew professions of fellowship and counsel one with an- 
otheras to interests dear alike to all. The stated meetings of Convocations 
supply to some degree this lack, and your Committee are of opinion that it 
would be well for the Diocese to make some formal enactments in regard to 
the Convocations and to have reports from the same presented to the Coun- 
cil either as part of the Diocesan Missions report, or as separate matter. 

We have already referred to the gratifying increase in the various funds 
of the Diocese. There is one, however, that is slighted—-the Permanent Fund. 
More attention should be given to this, and an effort made to materially 
increase it. Let us not be satisfied by the payment of the smallest sum that 
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will satisfy our canonical obligation, but let us bring the matter to the at- 
tention of our people, striving to secure legacies or large gifts for it; for it is 
the aggregation of this fund alone that will relieve some of our Parishes of 
their bonded, and all of their moral obligation to contribute tothe Diocesan 
organization and permit of larger contributions to other purposes. 

The door is open to us here in West Virginia. Letitbe our part to see that 
it is not shut through our faintheartedness or sloth. Unity, courage and 
fidelity may well be our watchwords, with these, by the grace of God we 
shall pass to victory.

Your committee would record their high appreciation of the faithful 
labors of the Rev. Norman F. Marshall in this good cause, and much re- 
gret his removal from the Diocese. 

We believe that there are many laymen in this Diocese who are willing 
largely and yet more largely to contribute to this fund, and we recom- 
mend that a special effort be made to increase the fund this year. The 
efforts of Mr. W. EK. Watson are most cordially approved, and we hope that 
other laymen may yet be found who will join him in making an effort to 
raise, each, some special sum, say $100 or more for this fund. 

There are now at the Theological Seminary, four students canonically at- 
tached to this Diocese, and another student who is aided by this fund, 

Your Committee would also recommend that each clergyman preach a

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sermon to his people sometime during the current year, on the subject of 
young men entering the ministry, and that all our people be and are here- 
by exhorted to earnest prayer for the outpouring of the Holy Ghost upon 
our young men, leading them to Know and choose the will of God, our 
Father, in this matter of preaching the everlasting Gospel. 

We beg that all the parents and heads of families be and are hereby ex- 
horted to have daily family prayer in their homes as plainly required by 
Canon, which we fear is much neglected and which we believe would greatly 
promote this good end of leading young men to choose the Gospel ministry 
and promote everywhere good work.

Addressing themselves, boldly to what 
seemed an impossible task, the vestry, have brought this, once hopeless 
confusion, into comparative order. The people have rallied nobly to the 
rescue, the brave women have helped us. A large part of the debt has 
been paid. Outside benevolence has been kept up, and notwithstanding 
all its financial troubles, the Parish this year falls only a little behind the 
contributions of last year when high water mark was reached. In some 
aspects the contributions have been better than ever before. As is general- 
ly the case, having rallied, the Parish is better for the effort. To God be the 
praise, but for others let us write , NiJ Desperandum. The Parish reports a 
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little debt, but her assets are good. Besides her valuable property, she 
has paid up and to her credit in the Building Association $3,120.00 and 
hopes soon to build a new Church. Her shares at maturity will be worth 
$5,200.00. 

The Sunday School has subscribed six of the forty shares carried by the 
Church in the Building Association and has paid up and is about one year 
in advance. We have lost five of our Communicants this year by death, 
one of them has been a friend of the Parish from its very beginning, that is 
Mr. E. M. Tunstill. He acted as secretary of the meeting when the Parish 
was organized in October, 1848— and has helped it to become a Parish. He 
was a most bountiful and liberal contributor, and friend to every good cause.
